kranl’ A few petty articles, which 
had been stolen were also found, The 
accused protested that their party 
had consisted of six, and one of them 
said that the murder was committed 
by the two who had escaped, ‘The 
defence was, however, reserved for 
the trisl in the higher court to 
which the accused were committed, 
Standing «singly, lamentable as 
these circumstances, appear to be, 
they might have been regarded 
merely as an unlucky, incident in 
connection with the coolie immigra- 
tion scheme. But they do not stand 
singly. Similar outrages were re- 
ported in several places, and some-, 
thing very like a reign of terror 
prevailed ‘in the country districts, 
where the forms lie far apart. The 
Boer farmers, it must be remem- 
bered, have been totally dis- 
armed as. a consequence of the 
war, and ‘they fell almost helpless 
victims. Moreover the desertions 
from the. compounds were very 
numerous, and the coolies, knowing 
that no legitimate methods of sup- 
porting themselvés in freedom were 
open to them, turned naturally to 
plunder and violence. So grave was 
the situation that a deputation 
consisting of General Botha, Mr. 
Smuts, and Mr. Esselen, had an in- 
terview with the Governor of the 
Transvaal, and as the result of their 
representations, Lord Selborne issued 
instructions to resident magistrates 
to grant permits to all white re- 
sidents near the Witwatersrand 
area to possess firearms of any de- 
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scription exeept magazine rifles. In 


a white resident was too poor to 
provide himself with an arm, the 

jovernment would even consider an 
applica'ion for the temporary loan of 
a weap m. 

‘His Excellency was bound, of 
course, to add that “the majority of 
the Chinese coolies were orderly and 
respectable, and. gave no_cause of 
auxiety to the public.” He went so 
far as to assert that “the number of 
evildoers was not more than would 
unfortunately be found to exist in 
any analagous aygregation of human 
beings.” But something is wrong 
with a system which requires the 
extraordinary police precautions that 
have had to be taken, Temporary 
posts have been established at a 
“dozen places, permanent posts have 
been strengthened, and two mobile 
troops, each eighty-five strong, were 
held in readiness to assist at any 
point that might require their assis- 
tance. Constables were told off 
when wanted to sleep at isolated 
farms. The result of this energetic 
action, which is, of course, only to be 
commended, wa: that nearly a hun- 
dred Chinese stragglers and deserters 
were bronghtin by the South African 
Constabulary in a single fortnight, in 
addition to those brought in by the 
Witwatersrand Police. But what 
of » system which allowed such a 
sibuation to arise?

RAILWAYS AND MINES IN 


KUANGSI. 


A FRANCO-CHINESE 
SCHEME. 
Peking, 6th October. 
It is reported that. negotiations 
are proceeding between China and 
France regarding railways and mines 
in the province of Kuangsi, On 
the 2nd inst,. Prince. Tsai-Chen paid 
a visit to the French Minister, who 
then proposed that the railway and 
anining enterprises. in the province 
should be undertaken by China and 
France on joint account, .and stated 
that the: French Government - would 
then -be - willing to remit. three- 
tenths of the annual instalment of 
the Boxer indemnity, A: French 
merchant (Mr, Chazalon) is engineer- 
ing the scheme.—Speoial service. 
THE TROUBLED DUAL 
MONARCHY. 
London, 6th. October. 
Baron Féjervary and © Minister 
Kristuffy had a protracted aidience 
with the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
and resubmitted: a modification ‘of 
the universal suffrage proposal. The 
Emperor is disposed to make: great 
concessions on the question of man- 
hood suffrage,— Eaolusive service, 
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London vii Bombay, 11th October, 

The Emperor Francis Joseph has 
again prorogued the Hungarian Diet 
till the 19th of December, by reason 
of its non-sticcess in: forming a new 
Government on a basis securing 
parliament against disorder. In spite 
of the prorogation, Count Andrassy 
moved a resolution protesting against 
the unconstitutional character of the 
Crown's procedure. The resolution 
was catried practically unopposed, 
the Government's supporters abstain- 
ing from the proceedings —Reuter. 


INDUSTRIAL CRISIS LN 
BERLIN. 
London vid Bombay, 6th October. 


There is a grave situation at 
Berlin arising from a strike of all 
the electrical workers, through which 
50,000 men are idle, including those 
indirectly affected. The metal manu- 
facturers have now declared a lock-out 
to take effect from the 14th inst., in 
sympathy with the electrical firms, 
The number idle will then be 120,000 
men, over a twentieth of the city 
population, ‘Che garrison has been 
reinforced.— Reiter.

VICEROY CHANG’S 
RAILWAY LOAN. 


Peking, 7th October, 


The Agreement between H. E. 
Chang Chih-tung and the British 
Government provides that the latter. 
shall advance the sum of 
10,000,000 at 4} per cent interest, 
the loan to be for a term of twenty 
years, The security given is the 
opium revenue of Kuangtung, Hu- 
nan, and Hupeb. It is also provided 
that half of the foreign engineers 
for the Hankow-Canton railway 
shall be British, and in case an 
farther foreign loan is needed, Great 
Britain shall have the first option of 
taking it, 

‘There are many officials in Peking 
opposed to the Agreement, and the 
Board of Commerce (Shangpu) has 
been ordered to arrange for the 
redemption of the loan earlier; while 
in future’ no foreign loau is to be 
raised (for railway purposes).—Spe- 
cial service, 


THE FUTURE OF 
WEIHAIWEL. 


Peking, 7th October. 
H.-M. Minister’ at Peking has 
replied to a question from the 
Chinese Government that opinions 
have been expressed among the 
British authorities concerning the 
evacuation of Weihaiwei, but the 
matter has not yet been conside 
by. the Cabinet. ial service. 


THE IMPATIENCE OF 
CHINA. 


Peking, 8th October, 

H. E. Ohao Erh-hsun, Military 
Governor of Shengking, has wired to 
Peking'to the following effect :— 

‘The Japanese Military administra- 
tion at Mukden puts obstacles in the 
way of the Chinese administration, 
aud China should demand . that the 
Japanese authorities be withdrawn 
at once. Regarding Kinchou, Fu- 
chou, Haichéng, and Kaiping, as.well 
as Port Arthur, the terms of the 
lease ought to be similar to’ those 
of the former Russian lease, viz, for 
thirty years; and the Peking Govern- 
ment'should enter into a convention 
with Japan concerning the financial 
arrangement, and other important 
matters beforehand.”

‘THE correspondence between the 
Municipa! Courcil and the tramway 
| concessiouaires, published in our 
issue of Thursday, is interesting to 
the Ratepayers as it affects very 
materially the value of the Electrical 
Department of the Council. We 
would begin by expressing the 
opinion that the dispute argued in 
the letters is one which should uot 
have be n possible,’ as an important 
point of this nature should have 
een brought to the notice of the 
Council by its technical advisers xt 
the time the question of tbe supply 
of electrical power was under discus- 
sion, It appears, however, to be ad- 
mitted that no direct reference was 
made to this point throughout the

imply was ever made by us, or a any 
time contemplated,” the modification 
in question being, of course, the 
withdrawal of the right of the Com- 
puny under the Brush agreement to 
erect its own power station-afier the 
expiry of the firs five years of the 
concession. 

‘What are the facts of ihe case as 
known to the public? At the 
Special Meeting of “atepayers a 
proposal to buy the Council’s station 
was made by the Company’s com- 
petitors ata price which yielded a 
clear profit to the Ratepayers of 
about Tis, 500,000. ‘Ihe Council 
advised the Ratepayers 10 decline 
the uffer, and among the reasons for 
the adoption of this course the fol- 
lowing account of the understanding 
with Messrs. Bruce, Peebles and Co. 
was given by the Chairman of the 
Council. 

“The most important point which the 
committee insisted upon was that the 
‘Tramway Company should take its supply 
of current from the Electric Light 
Station. It was quite clear to us that by 
this arrangement the increase in con- 
sumption would reduce our cost of pro- 
duction, especial the tramway com- 
pany would be a stoady consumer in the 
daytime when our works are compara- 
tively idle; while our only outlay would 

‘Ps, 100,000 to Tis. 120,000 for ad- 
ditional machinery. A contract for the 
supply of a largo quantity of current at 
a profitable rate . would materially 
enhance the value of the station as a 
reslisable asset. We felt justified in 
stipulating for a tariff which would yield 











a good return upon our outlay for ad- 
ditional machinery, as we could'supply 
current to the tramways without any 
additional expenditure for land, build 
ings, reserve machinery, and staff, where- 
as if the company had supplied itself, it 
would have had to provide for all these 
important items. It was manifestly 
more economical to have one central 
station than two. We based our rate 
upon what it would have cost the Com- 
pany to supply its own current; our 
calculation is that aftor providing for in- 
torest, depreciation, and other expenses 
connected with additional plant there 
will be a margin of profit of fully Tis. 
16,000 per annum, which capitalised at six 
per cent (the current rate for Municipal 
loans) is equivalent to over Tis. 250,000. 
This margin can be used to increase the 
sinking fund, or to reduce the charge for 
light, or partly for both. 

This plain statement of the Coun- 
cil’s view was made in public before 
the concession was offered to Messrs. 
Bruce, Peebles & Co, aud it would 
be interesting to know why the 
agents of the Company allowed ‘the 
statement to go unchallenged, that 
the realisable value of the Council’s 
station would be increased by Tis. 
250,000 were the tramway contract 
concluded with them, if they knew 
that the contract for the supply of| 
power might be withdrawn by the 
Company at the end of five years, 
Té seems clear to ordinary intelligence 
that it would have been anything 
but advantageous to the Council to 
agree to erect new machinery for the 
supply of this great additional amount, 
of power, ouly to have it left on their 
hands at the end of five years. The 








agents themselves were evidently of 
this opinion, seeing that they admit 
that “the Council would not perhaps 
be sufficiently well compensated 
if the agreement terminated at the 
end of tie first five yeurs,” and in 
their liberality they offered to in- 
crease the term to fifteen years, 
When, in conjunction with the ex- 
tract given above from the Chair- 
man’s speech, we find at the meeting 
of the 12th of May between the 
Council and the agents, that Mr, 
Shorrock stated tlat “the Company 
does not desire to erect a station for 
the generation of its own electricity,” 
we cannot but think that the Council 
were justified in believing that the 
Company had definitely agreed to 
take their power from the Council 
throughout the term of the con- 
cession, 

Tt would appear that the issue was 
raised at the last moment, and not 
by the Council. IF the Company's 
agents telegraphed to their principals: 
in the sense of their letter of the 27th 
of September, they were very prompt- 
ly disowned. The agents had been 
good enough to tell the Council that 
they were ill-advised to bring it-toa 
prompt and final issue, but after the 
prolonged delays that have already 
taken place, the Council: quite pro- 
perly objected to another ptolonged 
discussion, Their firm and uncom- 
promising atuitude was completely 


justified by the immediate acceptance 
of their view by the concessionnires 
at Edinburgh. 





TEUTO-RUSSIAN | 
RELATIONS. 


LOth October, 
Possisty never. before in the 
history of the two countries have the 
relations between Germany and Rus- 
sia been more interesting to outside 
nations than they are the presend 
moment. Reuter has told us of the 
proposal that an agreement should be 
negotiated to counteract the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance, and we have far. 
ther learnt that there is a strong 
party in Russia which favours a 
rapprochement with England rather 
than an understanding with Ger! 
many. It will therefore, be interest- 
ing to watch the development of the 
struggle between the pro-German 
and the pro-British parties, although 
it is always possible that Russia will 
content herself with remaining 
friendly with both and attached to 
neither. Meanwhile a glance back 
over the relations between Russia 
and her next door neighbour during 
the past decade or wo will probably 
throw light upon the position at the 
moment. 
A French writer in the “Cor- 
respondant” of March last published 
an article on the subject of Germany, 
Russia, and the Far East in which he 
swys that keen as Russia'was to note 
signs of British “perfidy ” in the Far 
Enst, she was not so quick to see 
through the game that was being 
played on her bebalf by Germany. 
Bismarek is reported to have said to 
his friends in St. Petersburg, “ Russia 
has nothing to do with the West : her 
mission is in Asia, for there she . 
represents civilisation. And actin; 
on this principle he did all he coul 
to entangle the Czar in the meshes 
of the Eastern net while keeping him 
carefully shut out from participation 
in western affairs, notably in Turkey. 
Mr. Chéralame, the writer of the 
article in question, goes back to the 
time when Mr. de Brandt was German 
Minister at Peking and quotes from 
political correspondence thus:— 
“Not only did Mr, de Brandt advise 
all the Christian Powers to agree 
simultaneously ,to crush China and 
éach seize what was most expedient, 
but he endeavoured to push matters 
to the worst by exalting the advant- 
ages of a war between Russia and 
China, My recent. conversations 
with my colleague, Mr. de Brandt, 
confirm me in the idea that encour- 
agement to carry out such a strange 
‘licy must have been given by the 
‘binet of Berlin to. that of St, Pe- 
tersburg. As soon as the war should 
have broken out, Mr. de Brandt made 








no mystery of the intention of his , 
government io lay hands on any well, 
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chosen position, whence the navy of 
Germany could usefully second the 
operations, of her commerce or the 
action of her diplomacy at Peking.” 

This was so far back as 1880. 
The events of next year showed that 
Mr. de Brandt earnestly desired an 
eastern war which he expected to be 
costly to Russia and advantageous to 
Germany. With regard to the Russo- 
Japan war, the writer says that Ger- 
many hoped Russia would win for 
reasons aforesaid, but if, on the other 
hand she did not, then “ Germany will 
become the first enemy of Japan.” 

The late Mr, Lessar in an interview 
with Mr, W: T. Stead said, “England 
is our bad-tempered cat, Germany is 
our good-tempered tiger...... Ger- 
many’s conduct to Russia in all 
matters is perfect... She will not 
abandon her own interests to serve 
us, but those of her friends and allies 
she will sacrifice with enthusiasm to 
avoid crossing us.... But Germany 
ifshe should ever quarrel with Russia, 
can strike at our heart.” This was 
spoken long before Mukden. Ger- 
many is relatively far more formid- 
able to-day, a fact which must not 
be forgotten in weighing the chances 
in favour of the German side. Mr. 
Lessar was wise enough to look’ upon 
the British navy as “one of the few 

* remaining restraints on war.” His 
opinion of the diplomacy of the 
Kaiser was not of a high order. “The 
German Emperor,” he said “has a 
new policy every three months. One 
day he comes to England, then he 
approaches Russia; next day he is 
making advances to Italy, and at 
present (1901) he is coqueting with 
France.” It was Mr, Lessar’s opinion, 
as it is that of all other Russians, 
that it was the seizure of Kiaochou 
which began all the troubles in the 
Far East, By very few and direct 
steps it led to the Boxer uprising 
and all that has followed. The late 
Russian Minister declares that Ger- 
man aggressiveness against China 
was proved to the hilt by the attitude 
tuken by Count Waldersee in 1900, 
“The culminating point,” he says 
“was reached when he (Count Wal- 
dersee) declared au expedition against 
the Chinese inland capital, of which 
the other governments had heard 
nothing, and against which they 
promptly protested.” 

Tf, however, German diplomacy 
were so far responsible for recent 
events as we are asked to believe, 
the result has been even better from 
her point of view then she could 
have dared to hope, It has left her 
without anxiety respecting her 
western frontier against which her 
most hereulean efforts might other- 
wise have been needed. On the 
other hand, the ousting of Russia 
from the East throws her back all 
the more violently upon the west, 
and hence it may be that any con- 
gratulation offered to Germany upon 
the immediate result may be mis- 








placed. ‘The interests of the two 
countries are so inextricably’ mixed 
together, and, in most points of 
contact, so antagonistic, that it is 
difficult to see what can be the basis 
of any lasting agreement. How it 
can be possible to reconcile the 
aspirations of the two nations in the 
Balkan peninsula and in Asia Minor, 
or to smooth over the difficulties 
between the Pan-Slavs and the Pan- 
Germans it is beyond the power of 
man to tell. France and England 
had so many points of contact at 
which without friction on either side 
concession could be made that the 
task of their diplomatists was greatly 
lightened thereby. But one looks in 
vain for such safety-valves in the 
diplomatic machinery of Russia and 
Germany. Everything really depends 
upon what Russia intends in the Far 
East, An agreement with England 
in Asia is quite within the bounds of 
possibility. 





BRITISH NAVAL 
POLICY 


11th October. 

Tae withdrawal of the gunboats 
from police duty on the China 
station, and the virtual, if not com- 
plete, abandonment of Weihaiwei for 
naval purposes, have inevitably 
excited adverse comment in the 
Far East, where the immediate 
effects of these particular features of 
Sir John Fisher's naval reforms are 
forcibly felt. British residents in 
China are likely to be more interest- 
ed in the maintaining of our national 
prestige on the rivers and coast of 
this Empire than in any comprehen- 
sive scheme to meet the growing 
rivalry of Germany or any other 
Power in home waters, and we can- 
not but feel that, excellent as the 
new naval policy may be as whole, 
the laying up of the sloops and gun- 
boats, which have done such useful 
work in this part of the world isa 
mistake, It may be readily admitted 
that for purposes of warfare with a 
European naval power they have 
little value; that they would proba- 
bly have to make for the nearest 
British base, or neutral. port, and 
there remain interned till peace had 
‘been re-established though, if as 
would probably be the case, they 
should reach British ports the 
men would be available as relief 
crews for other vessels; and that 
they require the services of a 
number of men, who might be 
employed to man the larger and 
more modern vessels of the fleet, 
The men have been undoubtedly 
needed at home, but the fact that 
they have relieved the Admiralty of 
one of its problems does not alter 
the fact that they are also needed 
outhere. Their services, it has to be 





remembered, are not so much con- 


cerned with the possibility of war 
with a European Power, as with the 
adequate protection of British lives 
and British interests in this great, 
and awakening, but: still very uncer- 
tain, Empire of China. The recent 
émeute at Amoy shows that the time 
has not arrived when China can be 
trusted unaided to preserve order 
ia the open ports. A proposal 
to abolish extraterritoriality would 
hardly. be conceivable as yet, and 
until China is able effectually to 
control not only her people but her 
own officials, the gunboat may still 
serve its purpose. » 

Once recognised that the circum- 
stances in the Far East are excep- 
tional, and. that’ vessels may be 
usefully employed here, which would 
be an embarrassment rather than of 
value in home waters, and it is impos- 
sible not to be impressed by the re 
markable strengthening of the defen- 
sive fleets of the British Isles, which 
the redistribution scheme has 
brought about. In an article in the 
current “Fortnightly Review,” Mr, 
Archibald S, Hurd explains very 
exactly the changes that have been 
effected by this “ gigantic triumph of 
organisation” on the part of Sir 
John Fisher. Whereas in Septem- 
ber 1904 the naval forces ready for 
war in the “near seas” were twenty- 
eight battleships and ten armoured 
cruisers, there are available to-day 
forty-three battleships and twenty 
armoured cruisers, Moreover the 
main force of this immense fleet will 
cruise in future, not in the Mediter- 
ranean and the English Chanvel, 
but in the North Sea, and the Baltic, 
The reasons are obvious. “This 
frontier of the British Empire has 
been threatened by the growth of the 
German Navy, aud it is as natural 
that Great Britain should safeguard 
her interests in this direction as that 
Frauce, Russia, and Germany should 
patrol their land frontier with troops, 
‘The presence of the Channel Fleet 
in the North Sea is no more a 
menace to Germany than has been 
the old régime to France when the 
main fighting fleets of the British 
navy cruised in the Mediverranean 
and the English Channel... . . 
Germany hus nothing which we 
covet; we have no cause of 

juarrel with hér, and desire none, 

he policy of England is merely to 
hold steadfastly what she has won— 
and first among her possessions is 
the supremacy of the seas, the north- 
ern aswell as the southern seas, the 
North S-a as well as the English 
Channel arid: Mediterranean, It is 
the old traditional policy, and by it 
‘we moust stand,” 

For the moment the world’s peace 
is undoubtedly more threatened in 
Europe than in Asia, The air is full 
of excitement, and the situation has 
not. been improved by what we 
cannot: but regard as the un- 





fortunate and sensation-monger. 
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ing articles in the “Mal Even 
if the so-called disclosures are 
correct and that is very doabtful, 
ib was untimely to make them now 
that the Morocco difficulty has been 
happily overcome, That Kngland 
took the French view in the dispute 
is certain; it was the logical and 
honourable outcome of the entente, 
and her prompt acceptance of the 
responsibility thereby involved 
helped undeniably to hasten the 
solution. That is probably as far as 
the matter went, and it is the view 
held officially in Germany, The 
passing irritation is not likely to lead 
toa rupture between the two nations, 
butif anything tends to keep them at 
peace it will be the overwhelming 
naval force which, thanks to the new 
policy, Great Britain now has abso- 
utely ready for battle,

Tae experiences of Indian cotton 
cultivators in the attempt to grow a 
long-stapled fibre havenotproved to be 
over-successful, though for a hundred 
years or more endeavours have been 
made.to improve the quality of the 
fibre, and of late these efforts have 
been redoubled owing to shortages of| 
American cotton and to high prices, 
especially as the Lancashire mills 
can no longer-spin the short-stapled 
varieties to advantage, What is 
taking place in India may furnish a 
useful object lesson to cultivators 
elsewhere, for though such deteriora- 
tion ss there bas been in the Indian 
fibre is probably due in part to con- 
tinued cultivation of the same strains 
of seed and to carelessness in selec- 
tion and cultivation, and to lack of| 
fertility of the soil, there are reasons 
apart from these remediable or partly 
remediable shortcomings which make 
it actually desirable to produce the 
coarse short-stapled cottons in pre- 
ference to’ the superior varieties, It 


is found that the coarse cottons are} purchasi 


hardy, little liable to injury from in- 
sects and bad seasons, that they may 
be planted later and nevertheless 
mature earlier, and at the same time 
yield a larger crop per unit of cul- 
tivation, which compensates the 
grower for the lower market price 
obtainable. Such cotton, moreover, 
is always in demand for consumption 
in India itself and for export, whilst 
if finer cottons were produced there 
would’ be an intermittent demand 
only and that at very fluctuatiug 
prices. The purchasers nearest to 
the Indian cultivator’s door, that is 
cotton spinners in the country itself 
and elsewhere in the East and Far 
East, do not require a long-stapled 
cotton for the 9. Broduotion of their 
coarse yarns, and the Indian cotton

Hubli can be fairly well spun up to 
42's, and average cotton even can be 
spun up to 32’s. The Bombay mills 
have, indeed, practically ousted im- 
ported yarns up to 42's, The demand 
from China for Indian yarn, which 
swallows up over ninety’ per cent of 
the total yarn exported is mainly ade- 
mand for counts up to 20's, and the 
hand-looms of India, which probably 
consume half as much machine- 
spun yarn again as the mills, in addi- 
tion to the hand-spun yarn made 
locally, wantlittle savethelower count 
yarns, and there is-not much likeli- 
hood of the demand for hand-loom 
products falling off with any great 
rapidity, as there isa decided pre- 
ference for them among large classes 
of the natives of India owing to their 
superior durability, estimated at 
three times that of machine-woven 
cotton materials,

Third domiciliary soarches on a largo 
scale, were instituted on the 25th inst. 
and the arrests of the suspects continue. 
It is stated that at the office of the 
«Niroku Shimbun ” seven swords und a 
quantity of raw gunpowder were found. 
‘Those swords aro said to have had some 
spots of blood. The embargo on the To- 
kio “Asahi” was removed on Sunday 
evening, but the Osaka “Asahi” and 
Niroku” aro still under the ban of 
suspension. ‘The Tokio “Asahi” was 
suspended for fifteen long days. It ap- 
pears that the chief reason for this sovero 
punishment was the sarcastic advertiso- 
ment.it published. ‘The Tokio “Asahi,” 
reappearing on the 25th inst., is firm with 
renewed vigour throughout its columns. 

The Indemnity Question, 

‘Tho Tokio Foreign Office has made 
enquiries and obtained the following from 
Baron. Kommra:—Somo of the Japanese 
correspondents at Portsmouth are said to 
have circulated various rumours that the 
Japanoso envoys had stood against their 
homo Governmont or that Baron Kaneko 
at tho instance of Marquis Ito had had 
sevoral socrot dealings with President 
Roosevelt. Amorican journalists soom to 
have entertained theso rumours and the 
“New York Tribune” of the 30th of August 
published the report regarding Baron 
Kaneko, Consequently the Baron made 
a most clear statement of contradiction 
in the next number of tho “Tribune” 
and tho report was immodiatoly with- 
drawn bofore it could attract the public 
attention at large. Such a report has, 
however, boon soen in none of the leading 
papers of the eastern districts. Tho 
Tapanese correspondents at Portsmouth 
woro specially given s warning on tho 
occasion. : 

Japan, England, and America, 

Whilo political relations between 
Japan and England are steadily drawing 
closer in the Far East their stand 
is always agroonble to the United 
States and thus the threo Powers aro 
virtually allied, says the “ Kokumin.” It 
is natwal that political interests mean 
economic interests, and relations between 
Japan and England and between Japan 
and America are, economic as wall as 
political, though some ‘circles especially 
urge the conclusion of a commercial 
alliance between Japan and America, 
Regarding the investment of foreign 
capital the “Kokumin™ says that England 
is known as the largest capitalist in the 
world, but the issne of her capital to- 
wards tho Far Enstis still small. She has 
now Japan as her ally in tho Orient and 
if sho make use of experienced. Japanese 
experts and labourers and their cheap 
wages there can be no chance of failure ; 
and Japanese will be able to uct asa 
medium of English capitalists in addi- 
tion to circulating their own capital. 
‘Thereupon resources in the Far East can

But this formality had been avoided with 
regard to the Alliauce Treaty of 1902, 
and so likewise on the present occasiou 
the Emperor first gave his sanctiou and 
then merely ordered Count Katsura to 
report the matter to the Council. Prior 
to the meeting, Marquis Ito, President of 
the Privy Council, was summoned to the 
‘Throve and granted a gracious rescript 
regarding the conclusion of the new 
treaty. It is reported that the negotio- 
tions coucerning the now treaty were 
opened in March last at the instauce of 
Great Britain, Av first there was some 
difference regarding the scope of the 
Alliance, but it was ultimately overcome. 


Japanese Opinions. 

The Japaneso papers are almost un- 
aninamous in approving the new treaty 
of the Anglo-Japaneso Alliance. The 
“Nichi-Nichi,” owned by’ Mr. T. Kato, 
ex-Ministor of Foreign Affairs, had on 
‘Thursday morning tho longest and most 
exhaustive editorial. It asserts that as 
for the causes that have led to the con- 
clusion of the now treaty of alliance 
both nations had their own reasons. On 
the part of Japan the changed condition 

rs in consequence of the war with 
, especially in regard to Japan's 
position in Corea, has rendered tho old 
treaty anachronistic on one of its most 
vitally important points. On Great 
Britain’s part, there provailed an im- 
pression among a section of her people 
that under the old treaty she had unde 
token obligations in excess of the ad- 
vantages secured to her, Besides, the 
question of the defence of India has 
lately exercised the minds of the British 
people, and the result has beon to im- 
press them more thai with the 
necessity of effecting some arrangement 
with Japan for the maintenancs of 
peace in Eastern Asia and India. 
Under these circumstances it is not

itain first proposed 
and Japan accepted the new treaty. 

The “Nichi-Nicbi” calls attention to 
the fact that should England engage in 
any Occidental struggle, Japan must 
stand ready to protect Indi 
phase of the struggle. Hitherto the 
friendship between the two nations may 
be said to ingered on the threshold 
of completion ; it has been now carried 
to the most intimate point. Undoubtedly 
Japan's responsibility has beon increased 
but she has a corresponding reward. Her 
tranquillity is assured fora long time and 
she is enabled to devote herself in security 
to the development of her resonrces, 
‘The Tokio paper further expresses its 
belief that each of the contracting parties 
has agreed to keep military and nava 
Preparations up to a point consistent 
with its responsibilities, and that neither

Japan and the Treaty. 
Some alarm was caused here by the 
three day's stoppage of all news from 
Japan, and sensation-mongering journals 
wublished rumours of a revolution at 
‘okio, Now, however, private messages 
have again been allowed over the wires 
we know ‘that although there was 
serious rioting occasioned by disappoint 
ment at the conditions of peace, it did not 
amount to anything like a revolution, 
Everyone here recognises that the dis- 
appointment was quite natural ; but it is 
hoped that when the terms of the new 
‘Anglo-Japanese ‘Treaty become known in 
Japan the people will become quite re- 
iJed to the peace. The most damag- 
ism of the terms’ agreed on at 
Portsmouth both here and in Japan, was 
‘that they gave no guarantee of the per- 
manence of peace ; but that guarantee is 
amply afforded by new treaty 
with ourselves. I am glad to say 
that there are already ample indi 
that if, as everybody expects, a Liberal 
Government shortly comes into power 
hore the new treaty will be not only 
loyally adhered to—as of course it would 
be in any case—but warmly approved.

actually view the treaty with favour. 
‘They point out that if it prevents the 
renewal of an aggressive policy in the 
Far East it will be of great advantage to 
Russia itself as well as to sho rest 
of the world. And that it will prevent 
a renewal of the war just ended 
is admitted by both parties. Even 
the most arrogant und _bellicose 
journals admit thst neither Russia 
nor any other Power will dare to 
face such a combination as the British 
and Japanese navies and the Japanese 
army iu the Far East, In Germany also, 
where the anti-British feeling has been 
very strong of late, the treaty is natur- 
ally regarded with disfavour, the view 
that it is directed against Russia alon 
being by no means accepted there. For 
our part we are not disposed to dispute 
this point with the Germans, We recog- 
nise that the main object of the treaty 
the preservation of the policy of the 
Open Door in China, and that Germany, 
which was the first of the Powors to 
seize Chinese territory, has offered the 
most serions menace to that policy.

Ineod hardly say that the conclusion 
of peace came as a great surprise here, 
That peace would be concluded on some 
torms had daily become more and more 
probable during the sitting at Ports- 
mouth; but the concessions made by 
Japan ‘astonished people here quite as 
much as they seem, in the first instance, 
to have dismayed the people of Japan. 
Of all the special correspoudents on tho 
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spot, the representative of the “ Morning 
Post” has proved ‘to have been'the-best 
informed. It was he who in tl 
instance announced to us Japan’s willing- 
ness to give back half of Saghalien. Hii 
statement was received with very little 
credulity; and when it received some 
confirmation from other sources it was 
taken for granted that Russia would 
have to buy the concession by consent- 
ing to make a substantial money pt 
ment. It was thought indeed that the 
intention was to put the transaction in 
such a way that the money might pass 
without the need of compelling Russia to 
uso the hated word “indemnity.” But 
that Russia should get back half 
Saghalion, as well as her interned ships, 
‘and yot pay no indemnity, exceeded 
our broadest notions of Japanese 
magnanimity. Indeed there were many 
who were inclined to agree with the dis- 
appointed Japanese critics and to at- 
tribute the result to weakness rather 
than magnanimity. 
The Anglo-Japanese Agreement, 
‘This morning, however, the action of 
the Japanese delegates is in a largo 
measure explained. It was known, of 
course, that negotiations for continuing, 
and perhaps to some extent for enlarging, 
tho scope of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
had beon in progress; but when the

Health Officer's Report for 
‘September. 

With the exception of an outbreak of 
Dengue the comparative absence of 
infectious disease this summer has con- 
tinued. Dengue, from “its home in the 
falay Archipelago, has frequently dur- 
ing recent years spread up the coast 
ports to Shanghai but its arrival late this 
summer should forecast a short stay, as it 
is essentially a tropical disease. 1t very 
rarely kills but is intensely infective, 
spreading in mass like Influenza, and 
‘appears not to be carried by contagion,

‘Two cases of Malta fever, arising ont- 


side Shanghai, have recently beeit 
diagnosed by examination of the blood in 
the Laboratory. 

With the arrival of a highly qualified 
dispenser from home the Municipal 
Dispensary is being organised for the 
purpose of dispensing medicines for the 
‘Municipal Hospitals and the Municipal 
staff. As it is proposed to carry a much o 
larger stock of drugs and appliances, the 
improvement in this service should 
facilitate the work of the Municipal 
Hospitals and Nursing Home. 

The organisation of the method of 
removal of house refuse by native barrows 
continues and in the beginning of next 
month it is hoped to extend it to the 
whole of the Central District. With 
decent coolies the method gives satisfac- 
tion, and ultimately, when the dumping 
of garbage on the roads is prevented, 
will be a distinct sanitary improvement. 

‘Two cases, important from an adminis- 
trative point of view, were tried at tho 
Mixed Court during the month, having 
reference to the inborn habit the Chinese 
haveof “squeezing” those subordinate to 
them. A well-marked case where some 
licensed Laundrymen were being “squees- 
ed” by two native foremen prosent- 
ed itself, the Laundrymen promising 
to give evidence if the foremen were 
prosecuted. One of tho foremen was 
convicted and sentenced to one month’s 
cangue and exhibited outside 
Iaundry in turn, ‘The other foreman, 
could not be got to give evidence, 

‘The cattle likin having been reduced 
from 3,600 to about 1,800 cash # head and 
being in a strong position with regard to 
the Municipal Butchery, the butchors 
were approached with a view to a re- 
Auction in the price of meat. As a rosult 
they consented to a general reduction of 
‘one cent a pound on beef and mutton 
and agreed to the ‘issue of anew price- 
list marked as authorised by the Couneii 
(see-"North China Daily News” of 28th 
September.) This reduction of price comes 
into effect on the Ist of October. The 
Municipal Butchery was opened in June 
last, and, as its chief object, the reduction 
in the price of meat, has been attained, it, 
will be closed early next month. ‘The 
knowledge obtained thereby of , the 
sources of the meat supply and the 
methods of profit, not only to the cattle 
dealers but to the native ofticials, should 
be useful in dealing with similar attempts 
at bleeding the foreign public; for it 
would now be comparatively easy to take 
over the whole of the local domestic 
supply of butcher’s me 

Eighteon oxen were rejected at the 
Slaughter-honse for Cattle Plague and the 
same disease appeared in the Dong Hing 
Dairy early inthe month but was success 
fully confined to that Dairy with the loss 
of one animal only. 

A native was prosecuted at the Mixed 
Court for selling pheasants during the 
close season and fined $30. The licensee 
of the King Kee dairy. was fined $200

Needless 
to say it would not suit the author of the 
farce (M. Bisson) to let his: hero down 
so lightly, and fate and his friends lead 
him into a very lively scrimmage indeed, 
as well as into @ tangle of subterfuges 
and awkward predicaments, from which 
he is only saved by the discovery that his 
friends are as culpable humbugs as he is 
himself.

cannot be easily detected in the milk. 

A new cork for a milk bottle does not 
cost over one cash, and as milk is sold at 
from 12 to 20 conts per bottle the 
economy is ridiculous, while the injury is 
serious. 

T would suggest that the Health De- 
partment, which takes so much pains to

(1) Deeree in response to Li Ching- 
hsi, governor of Kuangsi province,

diction are commanded to do so without 
further delay: Hsu Shih-ch‘ang, Acting . 
Senior Vice-President of the Board of 
War (one of the five high commissioners 
going abroad), is appointed President of 
the now ministry (Hsiinchingpu); Yt 
Lang, a Sub-Chancellor of the Grand 
Secretariat, is promoted to the post of 
Senior Vice-President of the said Minis- 
try; and an expectant Tactai of.

fighting for the rights of, first, thoir 
native country and, noxt, of their re- 
spective uative provinces. Under the 


circumstances it is orsy to perceive that 
tho principle under which the Chinoso 
are now working is that all railwa; 
the Chineso Empire must be built and 
controlled by tho Chines themselvo 
ome who thi 
status quo - of any 
railway ought to be recognised and, if 
nothing untoward occur, the agreement 
binding the Chineso and foreiguers work- 
ing such ‘line, be permitted to run 
course until the agreement in question 
ceases and dotermines of itself, while 
only thoso railways thut have beon merely 
projected should be fought for and made 
to belong to Chinese aloue. Were Chi- 
ese to try to obtain tho control of all 
lines that have taken foreignors such 
infinite trouble and hardship to construct 
it would not only be ungrateful aut dis- 
honourable but would prevent foreign 
capital from entering the country. And 
foreign capital is still neoded in China, 
10th October. 
The Shanghai-Nanking Railwa: 
A Nanking letter states that after a 
short correspondence . between Viceroy 
Chou Fa and Governor Lu Yuan. 
theso two officials have sont up a joint 
memorial to the Throne in reply to the 
Imperial Reseript ordering them to de- 
vise means for the repurchase by China 
of tho British concession to build the 
Shanghai-Nanking Railway.

A Belated Imperial Rescript. 

‘The following Imperial Rescript was 
issued on the Bist’ ultimo in connection 
with the bomb outrage at the Machiapu 
railway terminus of the week before :— 

“That, ‘even within the important 
precinots of the Imporial residence, des- 
poradces should be found to explode 
bombs in’ railway carringo and attempt 
murderous acts, leads-us to bel 
mist be some other conspirators 
inside the walls of Peking whosa object 
is to work secrotly against the welfare of 
the Government. An efficient’ Police 
organisation is therefore n ms 
first importance and our Min 
subordinates concerned must work 
tly: and earnestly to ‘carry out our 
in the matter, in order that secrot 
conspiracies may bo crushed and the 
hearts of our people be quicted. We 
therofore, impose tpon Na Tung, Shou 
Heim and Chang: Jéu-fu this duty, and 
they are to divide tho Capital - 
tions, 80 that seo rel and enqui 
may be systematically ‘made to provi 
ngainst future disturbances, and in order 
that the conspirators may be captured. 
In this manner the ovil-minded will uot 
bo ablo to find even standing geound for 
thomselves inside Peking.” 


Captures made at Tientsin. 

It appears that tho mombors. of the 
‘Tien darmerie, on receipt of the 
photograph of the dead man who brad 
beon found’ in the car when the bomb 
explosion occurred on the 24th ultimo, 
thought they recognised in it a man named 
Chia Ch'ung-hsiang. Following certain 
clues tho gendarmes of Tientsin and Pe- 
king managed to arrest a number of tho 
man’s ftiends in” the vicinity of the 
Southern Hunting Park. As a result 
of further enquiries it was found that 
the: man, Chia .Ch‘ung-hsiang, .was still 
alive and that although he’ and his band 
had nothing to do with the bomb outrage, 
they belonged to a secret society 
called the Féngtion Paowei Hui, or 
“Sooiety for the Protection of Lower 
Manchuria.” Shortly afterwards Chia 
Chtang-hsiaug himself was arrested and 
vhe: and. the nptured members of 
Society aro to be dealt with according to 
the luw: provided for seo’et societies of 
supposed revolutionary tendeucies. The 
uamo: of the man found in the railway 
carriage who, without doubt was the 
perpetrator of the outrage, is therefore 
still a mystery.

the whole Empire. The name of the new 
appointee has not yet beon made public. 


Peking Police Impoundet 
A dispatch from Peking states that on 
the 6th instant a roll call of the troops, 
under the Governor of Peking, and those 
belonging to. the torritorial regiments of 
the City of Peking (who are supposed to 
have police duties), was made within the 
great parade ground of the Peking Gen- 
darmerie. The roll call was presided over 
by H. E. Na Tung who, besides his other 
igh offces, fs also Commandant of the 
Peking Gendarmerie, and H. E. Li Shéng- 
to, the Governor of Peking: The number 
of men who responded to their names was 
something over 4,600, and each man 
after answering to his name was ordered 
to go into an inner walled enclosure, near 
the Gondarmerie barracks. Hero, without 
any reason being given, the men were con- 
fined in the midst of great terror and 
trembling, and althongh two days have 
gone by none of them has yet been 
released. 











COLLISION 
AT WOOSUNG. 


A collision ocentred about half past 
seven on Sunday morning on the river 
about a mile above Black Point. between 
the O.N:S. Tamsui and the O-M.8.

FIRES. 


A fire occurred on the promises. of the 
Yangtze Wharf and Godown Co., Ld. on 
Saturday evening when about a thousand 
cases of alcohol were destroyed, but 
fortunately little damage to adjoining 
property was sustained. On tho 
ontbreak being ered assistance 
in the ‘shape of men with a fire 
engine and hoso was kindly’ sont by Mr. | 
Frischling of the Chinese Engineoring 
and Mining Co. avd with their aid the 
engines of the Yangtze Wharf and Godown 
Co. were able to keop the fire from 
spreading, Mr. Eldridgo of Messrs. 
Arnhold, Karberg and Cos Oil Wharf, 
and Mr. Lawrance from the China 
Merchants’ Eastern Wharf also. Jent 
valuable aid. The Fire Brigado’ wont 
over promptly with the fire float aud 
stood by until all danger of the fico 
spreading was over. Threo native mem- * 
bers of the Yangtze Whari staff wero 
badly buent and were sont at once to th 
Shantung Rond native hospital. It was 
fortunate that care had beon takon by 
the wharf manager to havo this inflam- 
mable spirit stored in the open air at a 
distance from the buildings. 

In the early hours of Sunday morning 
2 fire broke out in a native house in 
Haiuing Road, about. five yards outside 
the Settlement limits. No alarm was 
sounded, but the Hongkew Company of 
the Brigade were quickly upon the sceno 
and laid one. stream on, there being 
no hydrants in the” vicinity to admit 
of more stroams.’ ‘The Deluge and 
Mih-bo-loong Companies ach sont 
truck, and thongh not layin, ream, 
men gave the Hongkews usoful 
assistance, More than a dozen native 
houses were destroyed, but the Brigade 
provontod tho firo froin sproading, tho 
Hongkew : Company remaining until 5 
. Foreman Nagel, second-assistant 
mann, and fF and 
and second- 
Doluge, had a 
very narrow escape, the roof, ceiling and 
wall of ono of tho houses falling: on top 
of thom, but fortunately they all ogeaped 
with nothing mbre serious than a fow 
bruises. 

The fico bell commenced ringing at 
10 o'clock on Monday morning, the sum- 
mons being to Hongkew. The brigade 
was soon ou its way to the ontbreak, 
which was located ontside the sottlement 
in the Beggars’ village west of Tibot Road. 
There were no hydrants near and tho 
creeks were dry, but tho brigade got a 
stream on with long ‘hose fengths, 
although little could be done to stop the 
conflagration which was raging, the ban- 
boos, as usual, bursting with loud reports. 
The fire burnt itself out ; a large number 
of houses—the number has been various- 
ly estimated from 50 to 100—being 
destroyed or partially destroyed. 

‘About 1.30 p.m. on Wediosday a fire 
broke out in a native house, just belind a . 
terrace of small foreign houses at Way- 
side, at che ond of Broadway and near 
the | commencement “of. Yangtszopoo 
Road. The fire is said to have been 
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caused by the upsetting of a charcoal 
stove and before the arrival of the Brigade 
eral native houses were enveloped in 
flame. ‘The Hongkew Compauy were 
first upon the scene and were quickly 
followed by “representatives of all the 
other companies. Several streams were 
laid on and the Hongkews had their 
engine at work. By 3 p.m. the fire was 
completely under control and all, except 
the Hongkew Company, were then able 
to rool up, but twenty-five native houses 
had been’ totally destroyed and half-s- 
dozen others damaged by fire and water. 
‘The Hongkews remained on the scene 
until 4 p.m, and then left the coolie 
corps in charge.

WHY THE JAPANESE 
GOVERNMENT 
MADE PEACE. 


After the first astoundment created by 
the Japanese collapso had passed off, 
fairer-minded men began to ask one 
another why the Government had made 
peace, and whether or not Japan could 
have avoided making peace on the terms 
she did, if she had shown herself more 
firm and had employed a few of those 
artifices in which Disraeli so excelled 
imself at the Berlin Conference. It 
may be remarked that Jépan is such an 
able imitator that she might well have 
imitated what has bon dono before, but 
a little examination shows that’ hor 
imitations incline rather towards tho 
copying of actualities than to the deep 
study and offective use of decade 
old precedents, Thus in Manchuria it 
is already a subject of much com- 
ment that in the territory from which 
she has succeeded in driving Russia—tho 
country South of Changtu—Japan has 
simply resuscitated forms which the 
Cear’s officers had boen pleased to devise 
and institute before the war; and that 
although much has been written by 

8 detractors about her usurpation 
‘of Chinese rights, the plain truth is that 
she has displayed hardly a spark of 
originality in her methods, leaving the 
Chineso Administration of Manchuria to 
But this 








lumber on now much as before. 
is another question. 

‘Tho fact remains that Baron Komura 
‘and his aids employed, and thought thoy 
could win by employing only, the methods 
of the new school of diplomacy—the alleg- 
a school of frankness and open dealing. 
‘Much has been lately written about this 
new diplomacy which knows not art nor 
subterfuge and is reputed to be employed 
by English and American statesmen in 
their dealings with one another, and which 
has been so extolled by the late ambassador 
Choate. But it is one thing to employ 
such mothods betwoen men of English 
speoch whose ideals, religion, training, and 
countless other things are practically tho 

amo, and who know each other's exact 
strength and force of charactor. It is 
quite another thing for an Empiro of the 
East, whose star has just risen, to 
‘attempt such artless ways with a Power 
boasting of the most brilliant and re- 
sourceful diplomatists in the world; to 
attempt them is to court defeat, and 
now even the semi-official “ Kokumin,” 
duly chastised with plebeian brickbats, 
i defeat diplomatic. 

‘The firet mistake which will in time 
be fully acknowledged lay therefore in 
assuming that the Mikado’s plonipoten- 
tiaries had but to lay an itemized account 
of their demands before the Czar’s high 
officers, without subterfuge or fencing, 
to have everything crucial accepted. 
This involved the totally false assumption 
that Russia felt herself a beaten Power 
—not a beaten Power in a mere colonial 
‘war but a beaten Power in a gigantic fight 
to afinish—and was willing to acknow- 
ledge this fact in the Conference Chamber 
—and to have it from thence proclaimed 
from the house tops of » score of 
countries. 

Nothing could have been more errone- 
ous than this. The uttermost limit of 
Russia’s admissions, unless she could have 
been made to see the shadow of a worse 
fate hanging over her, must’and could 








































only be, bearing in mind the peculiar

‘Against this it must be freely ad- 
mitted that Japanese statesmen when 
they agreed to dispatch their plenipoten- 
tinries to America know many things 
which may not be disclosed officially for 
many yoars. Thus it may now bo said, 
perhaps without too great indiscretion, 
that the Japanese armament and Japan- 
es domestic resources were tightly or 
wrongly recognised by the Tokio Govern- 
mont as insufficient to continue incre: 
ing the field forces in the manner which 
had become absolutely necessary in view 
of tho constant augmentation of tho 
Russian Manchurian armies. These Rus- 
sian armios, in spite of all reverses, had 
risen from’ the 96,000 men, who had 
begun the war toa total of 640,000 in 
Manchuria and 120,000 in the Primorsk 
in August: and tho incroased capacity 
of the Siberian railway had at length 
made it possible for reinforcements to 
be poured in from Russia at the regular 
rato of 60,000 men a month. ‘There was 
therefore a certain prospect, that by the 
spring of 1906 Linievitch, even though ho 
had been boaten at least once by Oyama, 
would have 600,000 men under his per- 
sonal command’ in the Sungari regions 
and some 200,000 in and around Vladivo- 
stock, It was these figures which did 
much to paralyze the Japanese Govern 
mont in imagination and to inclifie them 
towards peace.

reorganisation of his war-strained forces 
is oven less true than the majority of eri- 
ticisms which have been showered broad- 
cast since Lisoyang. Difficulty of trans- 
port created owing to tho non-rocogni 
tion by the supreme Japanese mili 
authorities of the absolute ascendancy 
of rail-power in modern land-fghting ; 
the mediocre scale of the Japanese 
factories supplying munitions of war alone 
responsible for the constant exhaustion 
of ammunition reserves, and finally the 
false strategy which held that the destruc- 
tion of Russian fleets and the -forcible 
‘occupation f Corea and Manchuria were 
all that were necessary to break down 
Russia completely,—these factors with 
which anyone may become acquainted by 
a study not other than superficial, dis- 
close the reasons of the alleged Japanese 
slowness in taking advantage of astound- 
ing victories. Had Japan been more 
audacious, had sho followed the advice of 
her modern generals advocating the esta- 
blishment of the Amur-Sungari triangle 
which would have brought about the 
real breakdown of Russia, she might 
have shaken herself completely free from 
all fears for at least a quarter of a century. 
As it is, a first stop has only boon taken; 
there remain many more which cau only 
be made in much pai. 

But there is another point which it is 
as well to refer to at once It must be

A construction bridge had beon 
rapidly flung down with brilliant success 
by the Port Arthur débacle which opened 
the war and should have boon availed 
of iu a very different manner to what 
; it should have beon immo- 
diately roalised that the road into Man- 
churia via the Liaotung was alroady open 
and that rivetting and solidifying were 
things which, for the time being, should 
have been proceeded with quite inde- 
peudently of the land campaign. Had 
Oku’s force been placed on shore even as 
late as March, instead of May, Port 
Arthur would never have mado any ro- 
ance worth naming and tho whol 
course of the war would have been mate- 
rially changed. “os 
Examining therefore in this desultory 
manner, a few of the bigger points 
which must have forced themselves on 
the attention of the Japanese Government 
before and during the Peace Conference 
become more and more clear. Therefore 
it may be eaid that primarily the failure 
of Japanese diplomacy at the Portsmouth 
Conference may be traced to faulty 
strategy growing out of a lack of military 
imagination in the first stagos of the 
war, that curious Japanese over-cautious. 
ness which inovitably brings about its 
own reward sooner or later by some 
strange law of nature. Secondly it may 
be traced to a faulty valuation by the 
Government of many things which were 
vital to bring the war to a conclusion, no 
matter whether Russia confessed herself 
beaten or not. And thirdly that diplo- 









































macy could not but be weak when the 
wishes of the people who had won the 
war wore being enticely ignored. 

‘Tho Russian plenipotentiaries journey- 
ing towards their meeting place did not 
suffer from a lack of knowledge of the 
actual position both ia Japan and-in the 
war zone. Whereas the Japaneso intel- 
ligence work has been distinguished by 
an extraordinary capacity for taking 
pains and noting ‘everything both of ° 
value and of no value, the Russian work 
has concentrated itself on gaining. a 
knowledge of broad tendencies alone and 
has ignored the small things, Both 
these systems have their advantages, and 
both are vatural to the people who use 
them. But it may be that in the 
consideration of immonso things the 
more slipshod method has advantages 
which should not belong to it, All 
throngh the war it is to be noticed that « 
there has been too much detail work on 
the Japanese side, too much bothering 
over things of minor importance, Had 




































‘Tho Russians had undoubtedly been 
surprised by Japan's immediate accopt- 
ance of President Roosovelt’s invitation 
to attond a Poaco Confer nd had 
wondered for somo time why such ° 
alacrity had been shown. ‘Then when 
they wero ablo fo loara tha! the Japanese 
armament orders placed in Europe did 
not admit of the arming of more than 
300,000 additional troops; sthat the 
Tokio Indies who had done immenso 
service in th ing of countless Red 
Cross bandages had privately received

By the evening of the 18th August, that 
is scarcely more than a week after the open- 
ing of the regular sittings of the conference, 
the Russian. plenipotentiaries with 
master diplomacy had so. rapidly agreed 
to all the clauses relating to the Man- 
churian-Corean “adventure” that no 
one could say that a change had not 
taken place. Hore was the sane ante- 
bellum attitude of de Witte and the 
Moderates of tho Russian bureaucracy 
at last receiving its proper reward. Tho 
war party iad made the war and detested 
any idea of a compromise, but Mr. de 
Witte would take the blame. Eight of 
the reputed twolve original clauses 
swept away the wreckage of the di- 
sastrous adventure into Japan's arms, but 
the four vital clauses—the cession of 
Saghalion, the indemmity, the rendition of 
interned war vessels, and the limitation 
of Russian Far Eastern naval power, 
had been quictly but firmly placed 
by the chiof. Russian plenipotentiary 
onone side as quelyne chose & part which 
could not even be seriously considered. 

‘And here it must be confossod that 
Russian diplomacy and Russian firmness 
of resolve completely defeated the 
Tapaneso plan of campaign at tho 
conference. For if it is possible 
to see anything by reading betiwoon the 
numbering of the proposed protocol 
clauses:there can be but little doubt that 
the Japanese plenipotontiaries expected 
at least five or six days to bo spout over 
each clause and hoped that Russian ro- 
sistance would be finally overcomo pa- 
ragraph by paragraph, ‘That the very 
opposite should have happoned, that the 
Russian diplomatists with ready skill 
should have split the proposod Japanese 
torms into two parts, accopting and 
rofusing as the case might bo, may be 
taken as final proof of the real weakness 
of the Japanese attitude. 

Much has been written about the value 
of President Roosevelt’s intervention, 
when rupture seemed imminent, and of the 
influence which the new Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance exerted at the last moment. But 
the men who made what were thought to 
be important pronouncements on these 
two subjects wore ignorant of the fact 
that the Japanese Government had finally 
decided on peace after the battle of the 
Sea of Japan, and that had Mr. de Witte 
been less honest and quick in wishing to 
wipe out the momory of the Manchurian 
debécle, even the present terms might 
have been whittled down, Dismayed at 
a war expenditure which steadily in- 
creased ; handicapped by the Inck of 
strategical daring and imagination dis- 
played in’ the first stages of the war 
which had for result the dolaying of con- 
crete results for half a yoar; unwilling to 
arm and fling into the Pacific province 
another half million men, though the 
people were willing and prepared that a 
million more should be armed; deluded 
by tho advice of Statos which were b 
coming fonrful of the Japanese advance 
tho Japanese’ Government bas made 
perce and in making peace it has dis- 
closed, much to its own astonishment

Clause Lof the agrooment having boon 
read, Mr. McNeill said ho was not going 
todeny that there wore distinctions made 
in the Courts between agreements of this . 
kind to sell a business and agcoomonts 
made between omployer and employes. 
What he was going to ask his Lordship 
todo in considoring this agreoment was 
to consider it oxactly as the House of 
Lords considered the caso of Nordenfoldt 
y. Nordonfoldt Maxim aud Ammunition 
Go. Counsel, proceeded to road. the 
remarks of Lord Horschell in this case 
and, said that Nordenfeldt pleaded that 
he did not onter into this agreement with 
the plaintiffs but with another company. 
Lord Herschel, however, brashed that 
de, and cowusel proceoded to quote 
Lordship’s remarks from page 541, 
1894, Appeal Casos, and the observations 
of Lord Ashbourne ftom page 555. What 
counsel wished his Lordship. to under- 
staud was that this agreement was 
entered into in connection with ‘the 
of goodwill and for the express. pur, 
of protecting the business, the goodwill 
of which: was sold. ‘The rule to whieh 
the test of such au agreement - must. be 
submitted was also more clearly laid down 
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in the same case, on page 548, and that 
was the test which he asked his Lordship 
to apply in his case. It laid downa 
very clear method of settling whether 
the covenant was to be sustained oF up- 
set, and that was simply whether it was 
reasonably necessary for the protection 
of the company. ‘The caso quoted was 
not the ouly authority in support of 
counsel’s contention, but it seemed to be 
common-sense rile. Counsel was sorry 
to say in this case that one of the 
elements, which as a rule the Court had 
to consider, was entirely missing. They 
did not know whether it was uniuten- 
tional or not, but anyhow there was 
entirely an absonce of information for 
the consideration of his Lordship in the 
statement as to what was the business 
of Dodwell, Carlill & Co. It was not 
mentioned in the agreement ; it wus not 
in the pleadings ; and there was before 
his Lordship no evidence by which he 
could definitely determine what exactly 
was the nature of the business that was 
sold. It was unfortunate because as 
a rule looking through a number of 
cases he found that when the Courts 
had had to determine whether x coven- 
ant was really necessary for the 
protection of the business, the first 
matter to which the Court looked was 
tho business. In this caso his Lordship 
was not ablo to take into consideration 
what was the business that was sold be- 
cause it was not mentioned. Now that 
olomont being dismissod, counsel came to 
what was tho most important point of all 
in the consideration of any covenant, and 
that was the extont of it—the space for 
which itextonded. Ifhis Lordship would 
look at tho agroomont in this caso vory 
carefully, it was in clauso 4 that the con- 
venaut was contained, viz : “that each of 
tho vendors agreo that he will not hereby, 
cithor solely or jointly, directly or in 
directly carry on, or be engaged or con- 
corned or interested in any business of 
a similar character to that carried on by 
Dodivell & Co. in Foochow, Colombo, or 
London. . ” Phis'was cortainly a 
world-wide restraint, if ever thore was one, 
and he wished his Lordship to observe 
the distinction which had been drawn by 
the Courts in the very few cases in which 
a world-wide restraint had come before 
them. Counsel would gi 
in which a world-wide 
able aud a caso in which it could not be 
allowed. Firstly he would refer to the 
famous Nordonfeldt case, where the 
restraint was allowed, and secondly to the 
case of Dowden and Hook against Hook, 
1904, I King’s Bonch Div., page 45), 
whore it was not allowed. ‘The case of 
Nordonfeldt was a case of an arms manu- 
facturer whoso business was with foreign 
potentates and therefore extended over 
tho whole civilised world—his customers 
were found amongst all parts of the 
world, theroforo the restraint was found 
to be good. Iu the Dowden v. Hook 
case the plaintiffs carried on business as 
cider and cordial morchants and the 
covenant entered into by the defendant, 
who was their manager, was that he 
would not carry on or be interest- 
ed in any like ‘business anywhere for 
the term of five years after.leaving the 
service of the company. He was dis- 
missed and set up in business aga cider 
merchant elsewhere. The Judges held 
that the restraint was far more wide 
than was required for a business of that 
particular kind. Counsel then read the 
judgment of Lord Justice Cozens-Hardy 
from page 55 of the same work. That 
constituted an agreement between em. 
ployer and employed and the principle: 
.sid down were applicable to the present 























case, It was decided by the Judges on 
the sole ground that it was not reason- 
ably required for the protection of the 
party by which the covenant was made. 
He would like to give his Lordship an 
example of a case of a similar character 
where the restraint was divided up so as. 
to make it only applicable to the particu- 
lar kind of case. The caso was that of 
‘Mills v, Dunham (1891, I Chancery Div., 
page 576). That was a caso of a traveller 
who was engaged to call on plaintiff's 
customer and solicit orders. He entered 
into an agreement which contained 
clauses as to what he should do and also 
clauses as to what he should not do when 
he left them. Now it was argued vory 
strongly that this was a restraint against 
defendant doing any business whatever, 
and counsel for the defendant said it 
was a monstrous thing that aman who 
had been a traveller should be restrained 
from carrying on any business whatever 
with people merely because they hap- 
pened to be customers of his former 
firm. According to the covenant it 
was a perfectly plain caso, as it said 
defendant was not to do any business 
with the customers of that firm, 
The judges came to the conclusion that 
the business le was not to do was the 
business of his former employ; The 
judgment of Lord Justice Cave in that 
matter was particularly instructive be- 
cause he was one of the judges who was 
nearly overcome by the plain wording of 
the covenant. ‘The only reason why 
Lord Justice Cave came to the conclusion 
that the particular clause ought to be cut 
own was because, after looking at the 
whole thing, he was satisfied that there 
was ambiguity in the construction which 
could be put on it. In the caso of 
Dowden and Hook v. Hook there was 
plain statement and it said that this man 
was not to carry on business as a cider 
merchant. There was no ambiguity 
about it at all; on the other hand in the 
of Mills v. Dunham there wi 
biguity. Counsel submitted in this caso 
that there was no ambiguity on the part 
of the defendant not to carry on business 
and that his Lordship should come to the 
same conclusion as in the case of Hook, 
and that was,that the defendant had to 
dertake not to carry on bi 
anywhere, that it was in fact 
dertaking not to carry on busi 
the places in which the plaintiff com- 
pany might from time to time open any 
business in any other part of the world. 
The timo was not limited except in that 
it only lasied so long as the company 
was in existence; but a company never 
died. On the quostion of ambiguity 
counsel cited the caso of Perls» Sall- 
feld (1892, Chancery Division, page 156). 
‘It was found in this caso that there was 
no ambiguity. So much for the first 
point, for the absence of any limitation of 
ce being a very strong mark of unrea- 
sonableness. An agreement not to carry 
‘on a specified business in any part of the 
world and unlimited as to time was not 
such an agreement, which could have 
been reasonably required by the pur- 
chaser of the goodwill of Dodwell, Carlill 
& Cos business, whatever that business 
might havo been inferred or projected 
to have been. “Counsel would take 
it as strongly as it could be put. 
Let them take it that their business did 
consist of all the matters which were 
mentioned in tho petition. Let it be 
that they were general nierchants, ship- 
ping, insurance and commission agents. 
The business of Dodwoll, Carlill & Co., 
let them assume that it was a business of 






















































general shipping merchants, ete. Even 
80 he said that a restraint world-wide in 












regard to the matters mentioned in 
that clauso was not @ restraint which 
could have been reasonably required by 
the purchasers of the good-will of that 
business. There was another point in 
that covenant which in the same way 
carried all the marks of unreasonableness 
and that was an expression, the terms in 
which the businesses which wore not to 
be carried on were defined. If tho busi 
ness which was sought to be restrained 
should turn out to bein fact the business 
which Dodwell, Carlill & Co., or the 
business which’ they were doing at the 
time they sold it, then his Lordship 
would have it that the undertaking was 
not to carry on the business of general 
merchants, shipping, insurance and com- 
mission agents, That, as a momentary 
consideration would show, covered prac- 
tically the whole of commerce. A general 
merchant was a person who bought or 
sold merchandise, who imported or ox- 
ported any commodity which one might 
like to name. A commission agont was 
a person who did the same kind of thing, 
but did it not for himself but for some 
body else. A shipping agont was a person 
who looked after ships coming into port 
and might be in touch, therefore, with 
shipping all over the world. With 
regard to insurance he could let that go, 
but what he pat to his Lordship was that 
assuming the business which was sold to 
have been such a business as the 
company now carried on, an undertaking 
not to carry on any trade of any sort or 
any such business as insurance or ship- 
ping agency, was wider than was ro- 
quired by the plaintiff, Ho did not 
attach much importance to the point 
that the defendant was not to carry on 
business at Foochow, Colombo, London 
or anywhoro else where tho 
carried on business or should h 
carry on business. ‘The authorities wero 
clear on that point. Ho was not to 
carry on business if the company cared to 
carry on business anywhore whatsoover, 
and, as his Lordship knew, not only 
they carried on business but oven 
places where they opened a branch or 
ney. Counsel then quoted Mr. Justice 
Chitty (89 Chancery Division, page 520) 
on the question of severance of places 
ess mentioned in the covenant. 
bmitted that the plaintiffs 
could not sy defendant must not carry 
on business in Foochow and Colombo 
alone; their covenant was world-wide, 
and his contention was that tho agroo- 
ment was unreasonable. Firstly, because 
it was world-wide, Secondly, a3 regarded 
the businesses which the defendant was 
restrained from carrying on, they wero 
unreasonably numerous because they 
covered the whole of ordinary commerce. 
This was trno only so far as the 
places where the company was or 
might carry on business, but if they 
took out the places where the com- 
pany was not carrying on business the 
space was unreasonably wide. ‘Then there 
was no specific limit as to the time this 
was to operate, and Counsel took it that 
the covenant was tobe in force for all 
time. Thess were the main points to 
which he directed his Lordship’s atten- 
tion. It was a covenant not to carry on 
anywhere in the world any branch of 
ordinary bnsiness for ever. If. they 
took the caso as strongly as possible 
against the defendant, the covenant was 
entered into in connection with the sale 
of the business mentioned in the petition, 
it was not an agreement as in the Nor- 
Who was going to compare 
at of Nordenfeldt with the 
business like that of Messrs. Dodwell & Co. 
Messrs, Nordenfeldt dealt with poten. 
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tates the world over. He submitted that 
inasmuch as the plaintiffs were asking for 
the defendant to be restrained for ever 
from carrying on this business ut Foo- 
chow, or Colombo, they could not possibly 
obtain what they asked for. Counsel 
Gontended that it was absolutely impos- 
ible for bis Lordship, having regard to 
the authorities on this subject, to up- 
hold this covenant not todo this business 
in ang part of the world, and secondly 
that the covenant being world-wide, his 
Lordship could uot cut it down to the 
two places mentioned—Foochow and 
Colombo. 

Mr. Pollock—Do I understaud that 
you are not going to call any evidence ? 

Mr. MeNeill—Yes 

Mr. Pollock said his friend admitted 
that the onus was upon him to prove 
that what the plaintiffs were asking for 

too wide, and he (Mr. McNeill) asked 
is Lordship to hold as a matter of rel 
ability what he hud stated without pro- 
ducing any evidence, that this covenant 
was too wide. That was to say, to put it in 
this way, that the covenant was too wide 
as plaintiffs were now seeking to enforce 
it. Mr. MoNeill had asked his Lordship 
to find as a matter of fact that the cove- 
nant which the plaintiffs were socking to 
enforce in paragraph 1 of the prayer of 
their petition was an unreasouable cove- 
nant and yet counsel (Mr. Pollock) under- 
stood his learned friend did not intend 
to call any witness, 

Mr. MeNeill—I do not intend to do so. 

Mr. Pollock asked his Lordship to bear 
inmind at the outset the authorities which 
ho had cited, and which Mr. MoNeill had 
admitted to be good law, to show that 
the burden had boon upon’ the defendant 
of proving thecovenant to be unreasonable.

there was the Nordenfeldt case in which 
the covenant not only prevented the de- 
fendant from setting up in the gun and 
ammunition business, but also any busi- 
ness which the plaintiffs might carry on 
during the next 25 years. It was held in 
this case that the severance could be 
effected and the injunction was granted 
as to the gun and smmunition business. 
leaving out the other’ businesses which 
the plaintiffs might carry on’ during the 
next 25 years. His Lordship would find 
the actual covenant in 1893, I Chancery 
Division, psge 633. The actual covenant, 
as his Lordship would see, was very wide. 
In that caso there was a severance both in 
the Couct of Appeal and in the House of 
Lords. The plaintiffs now came to that 
Court and asked for relief in respect. to 
Foochow and Colombo on the high 
authority of the Nordenfeldt case in the 
House of Lords, following on the high 
authority of the Court of Exchequer in 
the case of Price v. Groen. It was quite 
clear that the severance which the 
plaintiffs asked. for could be mad 
and therefore he asked his Lordship, 
upon the authorities, to grant the plain- 
tiffs this severance. ‘Counsel would also 
quote the case of the Leather Cloth Co. 
v. Lorsomt (Law Reports, 9 Equity, p+ 
345), and aleo the judgment of Vi 
Chancellor James on page 351 of the 
same work. 

‘The Court then adjourned for tiffin. 

On resuming, Mr. Pollock said that he 
thought there was one other caso that 
need cite to his Lordship on the part- 
icular point he was now on, that was the 
question of his Lordebip having power 
to sever the words be bad named, and 
which he had asked-his Lordship to put 
in brackets, from the rest.

(1896, 1 Queen’s Bench Divison, p 482). 
In that oxse an injunction in x wider 
form than was asked for was granted by 
the County Court judge, and Lord Esher 
hold that the terms of the injunction 
were nsrrowor than: the plaintiff was 
entitled to, but the defendant could not 
complain. Turning to the agreement, his 
Lordship would find it stated in the very

caso had absolutely no option other than to 
suppose it was absolutely unlimited and 
world-wide astospace. ‘That was the dis- 
tinction between the case of Dowden and 
Hook v. Hook and the present case. It 
was evidently a converse case to this, for 
in the case of Dowden and Hook v. Hook 
the covenant had ssid that the defendant 
must not enter into business in Newton 
Abbott or elsewhere, then the Court 
could have limited the injunction to 
Newton Abbott. In the present caso 
there were certain places specified 
as Foochow, Colombo, Hongkong, 
Shanghai, and London which he wished 
limited . to Foochow and Colombo. 
If the words “carry on business else- 
where” appeared in the preseut caso, 
the Court could limit the injunction, 
But to return to the facts, what could be 
more different than the facts as existed 
in the case before the Court?

Yet an 
injunction was granted, It was to be 
noted that in that counsel for the 
defendant did not say to the Court, “ OF 
oe this is too wide,” bat 
evidence to prove his contentions and 
show how wide it was. Perhaps it was 
'y useful observation made by Lord 
Justice Lindley in that case on page 605, 
second column, wi reference to the 
defendant being i

in the world. But Lord Justice Lindley 
held that the object was to rostraint 
defendant from entering into-the employ 
of any other firm in the same business or 
making profit in the samo But the 
resent Case was much stronger than that.

Mr. Pollock then quoted from the case-of 
Mallan v. May (Meeson and Welsby, 666 
p.) a judgment of the Court of Exchequer. 
In this case it was held that if a man in 
selling the goodwill of a business wes not 
able to restrain himself from competing 
with it, it would diminish the value of 
what was sold, and would prevent him 
from selling to the best advantage. The 
tule as to general restraint of trade ought 
not to apply if for the advantageous trans-

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interest. Council then quoted, on the 
question of public policy, Lord Watson

No doubt 
jthey would be entitled to some damages 


even without a special claim, but they 
would bo quite satisfied with the remedy 
they asked, that was to say the remedy 
by way of an injunction. Of course as 
the general law stated by Mr. 
counsel quite agreed that the 
teat his Lordship had to apply was whether 
the covenant was, or was not, reasonably 
necessary for the protection’of the coven- 
antée. Counsel contended in coming to 
‘conclusion .on that matter, as he had 
submitted in his opening, dnd. as’ was 
admitted by Mr, MeNeill, it was for de- 
fendant to show, as in cases he had quoted, 
‘thatthe covenantwas unreasonable, It was 
for him to show that the covenant was of 
such a wide natute. as to be unreasonable 
under the cireumstances. Unloss dofen- 
dant could show that the, covenant 
which he, a man of mature age, entered 
into was too wide, the Court would not 
allow him to escape from his contract. 
Counsel thought that on this poi 
nothing could’ be more apposi 
tho remarks of Lord Justice Lindley, 
Master of the Rolls, in the case of Under- 
wood v. Barker (1. Chancery Div., 1899, 
p. 305), in which his Lordship held that it 
lay on defendant to establish some 
specific ground to show that the covenant 
was too wide, Every single word of the 
passage applied to the present case, 
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Defendant had had undoubted and undi 
puted benefits, Plaintiffs had obtained 
judgment for $54,000 at Hongkong, and 
that judgment -was still unsatisfied. -De- 
fondant declared his inability to pay, and 
became, bankrupt. Another benefit. he 
received was that he .was employed as 
manoger_ at a good salary until May this 
year, Ho himself resigned from his posi- 
tion ‘as manager.. Counsel further refer- 
red to Lord Justice. Rigby’s, remarks on 
the same, case (page 380). It would ob- 
viously be in restraint of trade if persons 
wero restrained in any way..from selling 
good-will to anyone.clse by their being 
unable to restrain themselves from carry- 
ing on a similar. business. He  under- 
stood that Mr.MeNeill would'not raise any 
objection to Mr. Macleod addressing his 
Lordship in supplement to his (counsel's) 
vemarks. All counsel intended to do now 
was to mention an admission ,which he 
understood Mr, MéNeill was ready to 
snake with a view to shortening time, The 
admission Mr, McNeill tras prepared to. 
make was this:. that, Messrs. Dodwell, 
Carlill’ and Co. were at the date of the 
transfer of ‘their business to  plaintifis 
carrying on business as general merchants, 
nd shipping and insurance and.commis- 
sion agents at Foochow and Coloinbo. 

‘Mr. MeNeill—That is the admission I 
um prepared to make, 

His Lordship said that. there -was.one 
point in regard to that, and that was 
how much in regard to this case was he 
smpposed to know about Foochow and 
Colombo? Tt might be a very material 
point, and might affect. the question of 
whethér Foochow was a small and unim- 
portant place, or hada large trade like 
Liverpool, ete. 

Mr, MoNeill said there were twenty.to 
twenty-five firms doing business in the 
port. 

Mr. Pollock thought his friend’ would 
be prepared to adiit,that Foochow did 
business with noarly ovory port in the 
world though of course uot comparing 
with Liverpool. It wonld no doubt be 
admitted too, that Foochow was the head 
ofice of Dodwoll, Carlill and Ov. 

‘Mr, MoNoill was -propared to xdmit 
that, + 

‘Mr, Pollock said that plaintitte’. regis 
tered office was in London. Dodwell and 
(o., Ld., sinco they: took over Dodwall, 
Onrlill and Co’s business had carried on 
a similar business. 

His Lordship’ said’ that was ‘surely 
admitted on tho pleadings, 

Mr, Pollock woe’ put, in a sealed copy 
of the judgment’ obtained against Mr. 
Moss for what ho owed as partner in Dod- 
well, Carlill'and Co.” ‘This simply proved 
his statément that a judgment hind been 
obtained and was unsatisfied. Counsel 
took it that this was adimitted, and that 
Mr, Moss had not paid and’ had filed 
his petition in Foochow would also, be 
admitted, 

Mr, Macleod said ho only had a few re- 
marks to make, and what he:said would 
relate almost entirely o the construction 
of the covenant itself, It was necessary 
for him perhaps to deal a little more 
fully generally with the whole case, just to 
show how his points dealt with the points 
raisod by the defence, 
case was: what restraint was fairly aud 
reusonably necessary for. the protection 
of the covenanteo ? Proceeding from that 
he would follow his, friend’s argument as 
to in. what respects; the covenant wa 
unreasonable... The first: point. was that 
it was not limited as regards.time. The 
only argument he thought, it necessary 
to raise in,answer to that was that it. was 
not,unreasonablo, It might .bo in. the

case of an employee. It. was not in the 
caso of a transfer of business. 

He thought the only authority worth 
citing with regard to that point was the 
case of Haynes v. Donan. He thought 
it was quite clear from this. case that a 
restraint, unlimited: in point of time, 
was. not unreasonable on that ground 
alone. ‘The next point raised by the other 
jide was. that this restraint was. world- 
wide.. That contention counsel did not 
agree with at all. He thought it arose 
from a. misreading of the covenant. 
(Counsel read the covenant.) Itwas, he 
submitted, perfectly clear that the ro- 
straint was limited only to any place 
where the company was carrying on, 
or -might” carry - on, business. He 
asked his. Lordship ‘to’ take that 
reading of the agreement. 

Mr. McNeill handed in copi 
clause showing the differont readin 

His Lordship understood plaintiffs to 
contend that the passage moaut that 
defendant should: not earry on any busi- 
ness, such as carried on by Dodwell and 
Co., at Foochow, Colombo, or London. 

r, Pollock said that. plaintiffs’ read- 
ing did not require the addition of any 
words, 

‘Mr, Macleod said there was rather an 
ambiguity thore, and’ the rule which 
applied in construing covenants must be 
applied. Looking at the whole covenant 
it appeared to him to be more reasonable 
to read that clauso in the way suggested 
by plaintiffs because there would be very 
little: reason for saying ho shall not carry 
on anywhere tho. bu: i 
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shall not carry on anyw! 
19 businesses carried on by Dodwoll aud 
Co.. On this point counsel roforred to 
the case of Mills v. Danham (1, Chancery, 
1891, p. 589) and particularly to the 
judgment of Lord Justices Cave, whom 
is friend had referred to as the Judge 
least inclined to consider a document in 
this way. So much for that point. 
Counsel did not think .it necessary 
for him to deal with, the question 
of sovering Foochow if his Lordship 
accepted plaintiffs’ reading of the coven- 
ant. The third point argued by: the 
other side was that the businesses in 
which they sought to restrain defendant 
wore too wide, that the terms merchant, 
shipping agent, insurance agent, were too 
wide and included so many businesses 
and enterprises that restraint was. prac- 
tically unlimited as regarded. businesses. 
Now that was not exactly: the right way 
of putting the argument; for-this reason ; 
it was for defendant to show that. the 
businesses which he sold to Dodwell 
& Co., Ld., were not correctly described 
by those terms. If they were correctly 
described by these terms, and they had it 
by the pleadings and admissions. that 
these were the businesses carried on, and 
carried on at present, was it unreason- 
able to restrain defendant. from carrying 
on these businesses ?_ Counsel. submitted 
that if his learned friend intended 
to raise that point he must. con- 
tend that merchant was a wider term 
‘than necessary to describo all the busi- 
nesses carried on by Messrs, Dodwell, 
Carlill, & Co. Of course plaintifis . in 
their prayer for the. injunction intended 
to state clearly the exact. businesses 
in which they wished sto restrain de- 
fendant. These businesses were meant to 
describe those carried on by Dodwell 
& Co, and Dodwell, Carlill. & Cc., and to 
describe the whole of: their businesses. 
On that point he would refer to.a case he 
thought his Lordship had already been 
eferred to, the case of Moonich.v. Fenestre 


























(67, Law-Times). ‘The point was taken 
there that plaintiff would have restrained 
defendant from carrying on 215 trades. 
The decision was simply that plaintiffs 
were commission merchants, and that it 
was perfectly reasonable to restrain 
defendant from carrying on business as.a 
commission agent. The...point: was that 
it was perfectly. reasonable. to restrain a 
man. from carrying. on a. business’.in 
which he. was most. concerned. in his 
relations with the plaintiff. In regard 
to. the construction of tho: contract, 
counsel referred to: Dubowski-and ..Son 
v. Goldstein (1896, I. Q. B., p. 481), and 
also to. Underwood v.. Barker (1899, 1. 
Chancery Div., 306) in which. Lord Lind- 
ley in his judgment dealt with the: par- 
ticular objects set out in the contract. Hi 
Lordship hadjalready heard one authority 
that these. agreoments must be construed 
according to. the. object sought in 
Haynes: v.. Donan. .Counsel’s points 
were ‘that, in construing these. agroo- 
ments reference must be had to .tho 
subject mattor and the objects sought to 
be obtained. by the :parties.. Counsel 
next quoted the caso of Barker v. Hitch- 
cock (39 Chancery Div., p. 920). In this 
case it was nover suggested that tho 
agroemont could be read as having 
gard to a. pacticular kind of- busi 
and ithad been. submitted. that if that 
argument: had boon taken the case might 
have been decided otherwise. He sub- 
































mitted there was a better rgamont 
in that crse—with reg rd to the 
particular kind. of business. In 


previous caso, Avery v. Langford (Law 
Journal 1854, Equity, p. 837), it was 
argued that it meant any business of the 
same kind, and in view of the decision in 
this case it was possible. that had that 
argument been used the result in the 
case of Barker v. Hitchcock. might ‘have 
boon different. It had frequently been 
the case that judges had taken the view 
that reference must be made to the 
object to be obtained. The case of 
Hood and Moore, Ld. v. Jones (81, L. T. 
Reports, p. 169) 'was interesting, Lord 
Justice Cozens-Hardy gave a. short 
judgment, and with rogard to the subject 
matter in construction, it was only’ an- 
other way of stating the rule that the 
judge had to look to the intention of the 
parties, From this case he thought it 
quite clear that the construction placed 
on-the covenant by defendant was not a 
right one. As his Lordship knew, docu- 
| ments of ‘this kind wore seldom’ pune- 
tuated, and ifthe agreement, by insert- 
ing commas, could be rend, it was 
an argument in favour of ’plaintifis’ 
reading. as: against the addition of a 
word. His friend would probably argue 
that he had not put in a word—he simply 
added one to make -the meaning clear. 
Still it was. quite clear without the neces- 
ity of putting in a word. If his Lord- 
ship adopted the plaintiffs’ construction 
there was nothing to show that. the 
restraint was wider than was necessary for 
the protection of plaintiffs’ business. "Mr. 
MeNeill had stated that. he was taken by 
surprise with regard to. “shipping.” 
Counsel did not think that made very 
much difference to his learned-friend’s 
argument, and be submitted that the 
burden on the. defendant. had not: beon 
discharged and that therefore an injune- 
tion should be granted in the terms 
prayed for, 

Mr: Ellis said he would deal with the 
first point dealt with by ‘Mr. Pollock and 
Mr. Macleod—the question as. ‘to, the 
world-wide restraint of the ‘covenant in- 

uestion... Mr. Macleod. had stated quite 
Glearly. the respective, constructions “pat 
on this contract. by plaintifis’.and defen_

dant’s counsel. ‘The plaintiffs’ counsel 
had. ,quite rightly stated the’ con- 
struction that defendants: had put upon 
this, agreement to, be that defendant could 
not carry on anywhore: businesses similar 
to:that carried on by plaintiffs. Plaintifis 
said the restraint only applied "to Foo- 
chow, Colombo, and. London. . ‘That was 
exactly how the case stood. ‘That. being 
soit.was for-his Lordship to.decide which 
was the proper construction. Counsel 
contended that if his: Lordship looked. at 
the clause as it stood: he would see no 
reason for not accepting defeudant’s read- 
ing. {% was suggested because this, con- 
struction seemed wide. and hard that 
therefore it was not, the intention of the 
parties at the time. the covenant was 
entered into. He thought his Lordship 
would not. be satisfied unless. that. was 
proved by the plaintiff, They had 
in this contract a distinct and clear state- 
ment. The words: were perfectly simple 
and ordinary., He did not think that in 
taking that construction. he was in any 
way forcing the sonse or in any way in- 
dulging in a quibble about the matter. 
He thought it was the duty of the Court 
to take -the agreement and read it in the 
ordinary way. He submitted that plain- 
tiffs. could not seck to introduce, at this 
stage, brackets*and commas into a con- 
tract which he contended was; from the 
very first, a bad contract. He was pre~ 
pared. to admit that if plaintiffs’ reading 
was adopted. by his Lordship the argu- 
ments and cases cited by the plaintifis’ 
counsel were quite good and relevant, 
Defendant, however, maintained that the 
covenant as jit, stood at present was of 
world-wide restraint, and therefore, not 
reasonable, ‘The point he. would 
doxl with was in regard to the di 

bility. of. businesses. Ho was prepared 
to admit that, according to the cas 
cited the Court could reduce restraint as 
to apace, but could the Court remove 
rostraint, say in the case. of a redundant 
business, or multiplicity of businesses ? 
‘This was a -case in which tho. Court 
was asked to carvo 
out. of what he . thought 
fairly described us commerce. Defendant 
contended that the restraint practi- 
cally included .the whole of commerce, 
and that defendant had undertaken by 
this contract to finish with commerce 
entirely. In support of that he would 
cite a case which had recently been tried 
in that Court before Sir Hiram Wilkinson. 

Mr. Pollock protested against the cita- 
tion of a new case. 

‘Mr. Ellis asked his Lordship to con- 
sider the case of Hall and Holtz v. 
Rickard. It was similar to. this case, in 
that it was-argued that the restraint was 
world-wide, and among: the questions 
the Chief Justice was called upon to 
decide was, with regard to the severance 
or divisibility of the businesses. 

His Lordship asked for the terms of

@ contract. time and space must be 
always very important factors in the con- 
sideration of the reasonableness of. the 
contract. In that case the point was 
raised that where the limit as to space 
was a wide one the time limit became an 
important factor. ‘That was the point he 
asked the Court to’ consider in‘this case. 
Here they had':a contract which was: 
admitted by plaintiffs’ counsel to be un-' 
limited as to time and also as to space. 

‘Mr: Pollock said h¢ only admitted that| 
it was unlimited as to tin 

Mr. Ellis replied that he also contend-' 
ed that it was unlimited-as to space, 
although, of “course not ‘unlimited as to 
space in the relief soughit for.. ‘The coven- 
ant ‘itself. was practically unlimited as to 
space... With regard to the Lamson Pneu-| 
matic Tube Co.’s ease, and the -restraint 
over the Eastern hemisphere, his Lordship 
wonld bear in-mind that: there was a 
limit as to time. --There. was one other 
point he thought perhaps he ought’ to 
deal with, and that was the case of the 
Leather Cloth Co. cited by Mr: Pollock 
on the preceding day. «Mr. Pollock had 
said that the contract in’ that case was a 
very wide ono; extending’ to Europe as 
weil asthe United Kingdom.” Mr. 
Pollock quoted it as an authority on 
severance, but counsel did not agree 
with his contention 

Mr. Pollock: said -he-idid not rely on 
that case. 

Mr: Ellis said there were no more points 
to which he wished to refer, but he would 
like to go back for a minute to the case of 
Hall and Holta’ v. Rickard,’ whore’ the 
contention which he asked ‘his’ Lordship 
to bear in mind as to the reasonability of 
the covenant was referred to. “His Lord- 
ship had, he submitted, really three points 
to consider. These three points were 
clearly set out in Sir: Hiram Wilkinson's 
judgment (which counsel . quoted at] 
longth). ‘He-submitted that considering 
all the facts.of the: case his” Lordship 
would come to the decision ‘that the 
restraint asked for was unreasonable, and 
in restraint of trade, and that that being: 
80 it was. void'in Jaw and not binding. on 
defendant. 

‘Mr. Macleod said that he would like to’ 
say a few words with regard to the case 
of Hall and Holtz v. Rickard, in which’ he 
was ‘engaged as .well “as Mr. Ellis. 
He quite agreed with his learned: friend 
with regard to the paragraph in which the 
restrictions were imposed. . ‘The one point 
on which.this case really turned was the 
sentence in'the'covenant reading “other 
business in the same line as the Company.” 
‘The learned Chief Justice in- construing 
that construed it to mean business other 
than that in which plaintiffs sought to 
restrain him. The-decision was in the 
“North-China Herald” of Srd’Mareh, 1905, 
p. 448. Really tho question’in that case 
was one of construction. What the Chief 
Justice did was to refuse to separate 
the businesses in the first stipulation from 
the others. 

His Lordship said he would ‘give judg: 
ment on Monday morning and the Court 
adjourned.

‘The law as to contracts in rostraint-of 
trade is well settled: A’ clauso“in’ an 

‘eoment such as that before’ me'will be- 
held good or bad as it is reasonable or un- 
reasonable; and the test of its reasonable: 
ness is whether it is necessary for the pro- 
tection of the:covenantee in respect of the 
‘business which is the” subject matter’ of 
the contract. Taking “the: dofendant’s 
reading.as correet,-I. find "an “agreement 
that-he will not so long’as tho’ plaintfffs 
carry on their business; which may be for 
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ever, directly or indirectly carry on or be 
engaged or concerned ot interested in 
certain businesses ; now what are these 
businesses? To begin with the busi 
ness of general merchants and shipping 
and insurance and commission agents, as 
those were the businesses carried by the 
plaintiffs at Foochow, Colombo, London 
or elsewhere ; then further the businesses 
carried on at any other place where the 
plaintiffs hereafter carry on b 
ness. As there is nothing to restrict the 
business they may engage in the future 
this last adds to the already considerable 
businesses from which the 
excluded an undefined and 
elastic number of trades and might well 
be said to prevent the defendant from 
ever doing anything again at any place, 
This would, of course, be an unreasonable 
restriction, but it is so unreasonable that, 
if the clause will bear another construc- 
tion, I should hesitate to adopt it as bei 
that intended by the parties, Now the 
plaintiffs’ construction is free from ti 
difficulty; they say so long as we carry on 
business you shall not carry on or bi 
interested in s business of the same 
nature at Foochow, Colombo or London, 
or elsewhere where we have carried 
on business, or elsewhere when wo may 
carry on business, It is sufficiently 
wide, it may or may not bo good i 
but it is not. ridiculous. The plaintiffs 
say “if you adopt our reading of the 
clause we ask you to say that it is a 
severable contract and that wo are entitled 
to enforce such part of it as is good.” It 
was goarcely argued by tho defendant's 
counsel that this is not a severable cor 
tract; in view of the cases of Mall 
May, Price v. Green it clearly ible. 
‘The plaintiffs accordingly say “ we don’t

© rely on

or Colombo business such as we carry on 
there, and it is for the defendant to shew 
that this is unreasonable.” What are tl 
facts? Tho defendant joins in selling 
the goodwill of a business and becomes 
the manager of the new Company to 
whom that business is sold.

A serious issue, however, arose over these 
accounts, and the receivers in sending in 
their report to the Registrar wrote that 
among the items of the Association's 
‘ies was a im from defendant for 
$60,556.50, against which he held goods 
valued at $19,000. The receivers could 
not undertake to express an opinio 
to the validity and otherwise of this claim.

,| decide was whetber tho Association was 


owned by Boyd, Kaye & Co., or by W. H. 
Boyd and ©. B. Kayo individually. 
Counsel then outlined the circumstances 
of the partios’ partnership in the firm of 
Boyd, Kayo & Co. In May 1901 the firm 
of F. G. Keeling & Co. was formed. 
‘There wore four partners,—F. G. and W. 
J. Keoling and plaintiff ‘aud defendant. 
(Counsel put in the partnership agres 
ment). was an entirely separate 
business from Boyd, Kaye & Co., who 
wore to act as buying agents for the new 
firm and not lo charge auy commission 
on goods purchased from manufacturers 
for whom they were agents. More 
capital was required and provided by 
plaintiff and defendant. 

was in England an arrangement was 
come to by which the Keelings were 
to be bought out, their capital being 
returned to them in monthly instalments. 
‘Accounts of the business were, about this 
time, propared by Mr. Leake, one of the 
receivers in the present case. These 
‘accounts showed a debit by Keeling & 
Co. to Boyd, Kayo & Co. of upwards of 
$14,000. When plaintiff returned to 
Shanghai he refused to accept these 
accounts, as they were, he said, prepared 
ona wrong basis. He contended that 
tho liability of Keeling & Co. was to 
Kayo and Boyd individually, and not to 
Boyd, Kayo & Co, The namo of tho 
business of Keeling & Co. was altered to 
the Shanghai Wine, Spirit, and General 
Supply Association. ‘The business went on 
and goods were supplied by Boyd, Kayo 
& Co,, salaries and expenses being paid 
by the firm’s cheque. 

His Lordship understood that at this 
time there were two partnerships between 
the parties with different objects. 

‘Mr. Phillips said it was agreed that in 
the account books of the Association 
there should be an entry headed “ Boyd, 
Kaye & Co., for account of W. H. Boyd 
and C. B. Kaye.” That account showed 
the dealings between the Association 
and Boyd, Kaye & Co. Unfortunately 
there were no divisible profits, relations 
became strained between the partics, 
and in May 1903 Mr. Boyd went to Eng- 
land. (Counsel then read through a 
number of letters which had passed be- 
‘tween the partics.) From this corres- 
pondence counsel contended that the

When his Lordship took his seat in 

Court the Crown Advocate (Mr. H. P. 

Wilkinson) rose and addressed his Lord- 

ship as follows:—May. it ‘please, your 


Lordship. I wish to mention the case of 
Rex v. Chanda Singh. At the time when 


Singh, and Verhava Singh was before 
tho Court and the issue of life and death 
was being tried, the matter was of so 
grave a vature that it would not have 
been seemly for me to draw the Couct’s 
attention toa minor matter—the assist- 
ance that had been rendered to the 
law officers of the Crown by certain 
officers of the Municipal Police. The 
accused in that case have suffered the 
penalty of their crime with but one 
redeeming mark—that of fortitude—and 
Iam glad to say that one of them 
confessed his crime and the other two 
did not deny it. In that case the crime 
was committed outside the jurisdiction 
of the Shanghai Municipal Police : it was 
in China on private property owned by 
a British company. It was not in the 
jurisdiction of the River Police, although 
the spot where the body was found was. 
‘That being so there might well have been 
a conflict of authority, and there might 
have been, too, conflict of jurisdiction in 
minor matters. There was some slight 
‘The thanks of the Crown, are due 
inspector McDowell and to tho I 
Jemadar, Verdam Singh, who both in 
their respective offices took risks which 
they were not called upon to do. In- 
ector McDowell is well-known here, to 
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and it is uot for 
much as regards his past  caroer 
and his rapid promotion. He took « 
rave responsibility in this case upon 
imself, and it was due to his ini 

tive that the accused wore arrested at all. 





‘Tho risk he ran was that of being’ told 
that he had exceeded what was 
technically his duty, and by so doing 
had committed a grave error. It is very 
largely duo to the fact that he succeed- 
ed, that the prosecution was possible st 
all in that case.

Stacken Singh was indicted for that on 
the 12th of August at: Hsuchiataokou. in 
the Feichéng district of Shantung ho'did 
feloniously kill one Hsin Ho-cheng. 

Prisoner pleaded “ Not Guilty.” 

‘The following jury was empanelled to 
try the case:—Messrs. A. McD. Slark, 
W. K. Stanion, L. Midwood, R. H. Gaskin, 
and F. A. Cumming. 

One juror was excused on sending a 
medical certificate. 

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson, Crown Advocate, 
prosecuted. 

Mr. T. Morgan Phillips said that with 
his Lordship’s leave he appeared to wateh 
the proceedings on behalf df the Governor 
of Shantung, and he did so with the ac- 
quiescence of his learned friend. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that he understood 
tat the prisoner was undefended. ‘Tho 
jury had heard the indictment on which 
the accused was charged read out, by 
which he was charged with manslaughter. 
Counsel proceeded to tell the jury what 
the law, without  technicaliti 

the crime of manslanghtor as compared 
with that of murder, and the differenco 
between manslaughter and an accident 
that caused death, and between murder 
and death caused in the course of dis- 
cipline such as the hanging of a man in 
the execution of the orders of the Court. 
The jury had to consider whether what 
the ‘accused ‘man did .was something 
which happened in the course of a minor 
wrong, not a felony, or whether he had 
acted in such a way as to justify them, 
under his Lordship’s guidance, in finding 
a verdict of manslaughter. ‘They had to 
decide what he did or did not do, his 
position at the time, and the surrounding 
facts. ‘The deceased man was a Shantung 
boatman in charge of a fairly largo boat 
trading between Chinanfu and other 
places in tho interior of Shantung. 
‘There was no doubt that this man diod 
result of the firing, or letting off of 
a rifle which was in the hands of the ac- 
cused.- It was for the jury to say which 
it was. The story of the caso was that, as 
the jury knew, by arrangement and a 
convention with China, coolies were 
shipped off to South Africa to the mines, 
and this necessitated agents being sont up 
country to get people and arrange trans- 
port, ete. The accused was employed at 
ono of the agencies down here to-arrango 
for the shipping of coolies to South 
Africa, He was not in any official posi- 
tion, however, and what he did in 
Shantung he was bound to do legally and 
quietly, just tho samo as any other 
British’ subject. ‘The acoused had with 
him a gun (rifle), “Many people went up 
country with a gun and as far as counsel 
knew there was no Imperial provision 
with regard to such firearms. Ho did 
not think the jury need worry about 
whether the accused ought to have beon 
carrying a gun any more than if he had 
been carrying it on the Bund,” because 
if he had many licences to carry 8 gun, 
it would not be justifiable for bim 
to shoot a man, ‘The method: which 
































the accused adopted was this :—He had 
a head Chinaman and went round’ and 
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gathéred up men whom he engaged and 
also meu whom other people had eng: 
When he hud gathered these coolies 
tcgetlier he commandeered boats and paid 
the peopié for tiem. He commandeered 
the deceased's boat and: put his coolies 
aboard and ordered’ them to go in the 
direction of Chinanfu. When they were 
in a canal about midday he took steps to 
get two other boats which were there 
to carry his coolies’ He had already 
brought the coolies some 140 li in this 
boat. When the boat was moored the 
Indian’ Janded with his riflo and ran 
along the bank towards the other two 
boats, but he did nob manage to get to 
them as they made off, He then return- 
ed to the deceased’s boat and told him 
to hurry up and catch the two boats, 
It was upon what followed that the 
evidence “was inconsistent. Some of 
the witnesses said that the _acoused 
was running with the rifle at the 
trail when “it wont off, while othera 
said that he was running with it and 
shouting out to the deceased that he 
was to hurry up to eateh the other boats, 
f ho did not do so he would shoot 
‘Phere was a certain conflict of 
it wns for the jury, under 
Girection, to consider it 
and decide whether or not the discharg- 
ing of the rifle was accidental. It was 
uot a necessity that if a man said “I 
will shoot you” und the rifle went off 
uccidentally, that he was guilty. Did 
the accused fire at the deceased because 
ho was disploased with him, or did the 
rile go off in his rush back to. the 
boat? ‘he accused had commandeer- 
ed the bont,—that was a wrong thing 
to do,—but there was evidence that 
ho paid for the last one that he com- 
mandeored, ‘These people had, apparent- 
ly without. resistance, acted as his bont- 
men, but he wanted them to hurry up 
80° that ho might catch the other boats, 
with whose crew, no doubt, he intonded 
to,make a forced bargain.

Some of the evidence of the witnesses 
was more favourable to the accused 
than — oth ‘ome went to show 
that the shooting was accidental. ‘The 
jury. would hear these — wirnesses 
‘and it was necessary for counsel to call 
all the witnesses and let the jury know 
all the facts of the ca: 

Kwo Chun-tse, a blind man, ono of the 
aoceased’s boatmen, said when he was at 
Hesuchiataokou two and a half months 
‘ago he could see, but after the shooting 
‘of the deceased he was kept. in custody, 
during which time he became blind. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson said it was his dut 
possible, to remove any doubts. which 
might ariso with regard to what had hap- 
pened and he had asked the official doctor 
‘attached to the Consulate-General (Dr. 
Maish) to examine the man. An 
examination was held that morning 
without any internal examination, and he 
said that: the: eyes were very: inflamed 
and ‘cortespouded with interual troubles. 
‘There was no evidence of violence having 
beon used to the eyes of the wituéss, aud 
considering the nge of the man and the 
effect what had happened would have 
ou him it was the doctor's opinion that 
probably blindness was hurried on by what 
he had gone through. The doctor would 
like to make a more detailed examination 
before saying anything more definite than 
that. 2 

Witness then continued his evidence. 
He sdid-he was'a boatman. At a place 


























if] the Indian embarked un 


named Yangshan a foreigner boarded his 
boat and pressed him to go towards Chi- 
nanfu. The foreigner hada number of 
coolies, over ten, following him. After 





the foreigner ordered the ship tobemoored 
near the shore. This was at Hsuchiataokou. 
The foreigner and two other men went’ 
ashore, witness being one of them. The 
foreigner ran towards the east when he 
got ashore as there were two boats in that 
direction which he wanted. The Indian 
carried a rifle as he ran, and failing to 
reach the boats, as they sailed away 
when he drew near, he returned to witness's 
boat and gave orders for the men to got 
on board and chase the two boats which 
had sailed away. When shouting to the 
two bouts from the bank the accused had 
his rifle raised, but he did not fre at 
them. When the Indian was returning to 
witness's: boat and giving orders for them 
to hurry up and follow the other boats 
the deceased was on shore holding a 
gangway plank which he would have taken 
up as soon as the Indian had passed 
over it. There was no intention on 
witness’s part to escape while the 
Indian was on shore, At tho time 
the Indian was shouting to witnoss’s 
men to hurry up the rifle went off. Witness 
showed the Court that the accused was 
carrying the rifle just above his waist across 
both hands. ‘The Indian had been run* 
ning and as he was slackening his speed, 
but before he could stop, the rifle went off 
and aman fell dead. ‘The deceased was 
struck in the chest and blood flowed both 
from the front and back of the body. 
When the Indian was running back he 
had shouted, “Get buck on board quick, 
if not I will shoot you.” After the de- 
ceased fell the Indian went on board and 
told his coolies to go ashore. Accused 
then tried to escape but when he, 
jumped into the water’ to try to got 
ashore and escape the crew stopped him. 
Witness stopped the Indian fom exoaping 
as, if he was punished witness coul 

go home peacefully, otherwise the relat- 
ives of the deceased would demand 
money. ‘Tho relatives of the deceased 
would, as was natural, demand money for 
the death of the deceased. 

Prisoner said that the witness was 
blind at the time of the occurrence. His 
Lordship questioned witness on the point 
and he asserted that he could see clearly 
until he was kept so long in the waiting 
room, when his eyes began to fail him. 
He had never previously had any trouble 
with his eyes. 

By His Lordship: The Indian did not 
pay witness a cash for‘the use of his boat 
and he even got macaroni gratis. There 
‘was no agreement as to the price tobe paid. 
‘They did not stop the boat from the time 
il they reached 
Hsuchiataokou. ‘The Indian kept his 
rifle with him all the time. 

‘Teai Tsan, a boatman, identified the 
accused as the Indian-who boarded the 
{boat at Yangshan with more than twenty 
coolies, and journeyed clown to Hsuchia- 
taokou. They doarded witness's boat 
from another, but witness could not 
whother the Indian paid for travelling 
in the other boat. When they arrived 
at Hsuchiataokon the Indian “gave the 
order to stop the buat when he saw. the 
other two, and when they were auchored 
he told the men to cut some grass for his 
goats- and he would go. off for the 
other boats. When the. other boats 
saw the Indian going towards them, 
the trackers got on board and the bouts 
returned down stream. Wheu the two 
vessels began to yo: back the In 
‘stooped down and presented the riffo, 


























coming towards Chinanfu for 140 or 150 lif’ 


saying “If you do not stop I will shoot 
you.” (Witness demonstrated how the 
Indian presented the riffe.) 
The Court then adjourned for tiffin. 
At 6 p.m. the jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty and prisoner was discharg ed.

Indian P.C. No, 246 said that about 
8.15 p.m. on Friday he was on duty. at 
the corner of Woosung and Scott Roads. 
itness saw the accuse ‘ike the woman 
with his fist two or three times and, hold- 
ing the razor in his hand, threaten’ hor. 
Witness asked the man to come out of 
the house, but he would not, 80 ho told 
the womau and other Chinese to put him 
out, and’ when he was put out witiess 
arrested him, He took the razor away 
from the accused. 

Prisoner said the razor produced did 
not belong to him. He produced a small 
knife which he said was his. 

Sun Hong-tzu, the complainant, said 
she lived at 307 Scott Road. The accused 
owed witness four nights’ lodging money, 
and when she.asked him for this amount 
he struck ‘her and took outa razor and 
threatened her. Witness got frightened 
and called oitt for a policeman, and pri- 
soner was taken to the station. 

Sun Ah-ziang, son of tho last witness, 
‘corroborated. 

Accused still denied that the razor 
belonged to him and said he had lived in 
the house for two months, avd unless ho 
paid his money each night they would 
not allow him to sleep there. . 0 = 

His Worship said that acousod , 
before the Court on the.25th of May 
charged with unlawfully and maliciously 
wounding by cutting with a razor, and 
was soutenced to eight wooks’ imprison- 
ment with hard labour, He had no doubt 
another eight woeks was what he deserved. 
He must make it his business to got out 
of this port.as quickly as possible aud ho 
would help him to doso. Accused would 
be sentenced to one month's imprison- 
ment with bard labour, to be put on 
board a ship if one could be found for him, 
and his Worship would endeavour to find’ 
one for him.

custody. Witness cautioned Kishin and 
then asked him if he knew anything 
about a sum of $30 having been stolen 
from the complainant's house. In reply 
he stated that at noon that day he had 
accompanied Mare Singh to the com- 
plainant’s house to see the complainant, 
that Mare Singh went upstairs, Kishin 
remaining at the foot of the stairs, that 
he heard Mare Singh push or break down 
the room door, and that after remaining 
upstairs a few minutes, Mare Singh came 
down and they both went away. Witness 
then sent for Detective-Sergeant Kings- 
ton and ordered him to arrest Maro 
Singh. At 9 pm. Mare Singh. was 
brought to ‘the station. He was cau- 
tioned and then voluntarily stated that 
he went to the complainant’s house at 
noon that day, but did not_go into the 
room or break the door. Mare Singh 
had proviously made a different state- 
ment to Detective-sergeant Kings 

Detective-sergeant Kingston, 
stated that at 8.50 p.m. on the 8th instant 
he arrested Mare Singh at No. 52, Range 
Road, the house of a Chineso at which 
‘Mare’Singh was then on duty. Witness 
explained to him the nature of the charge 
upon which he was being arrested and 
gave him the usual caution through In- 
dian P. 8. 65, who acted as interpreter. 
Maro Singh stated that he went to the 
complainant's house about 5 p.m. in 
company with Kishin Singh. He went 
there to get a stick which he had left 
thero a few days previously. Mare had 
ick in his hand when’ he made this 
statement and said it was the stick he had 
called for. He said the door of the room 
‘was open and he got the stick from inside 
the room. Kirpa Ram was with witness 
when Mare Singh made this statoment and 
on the way to the Station Kirps Ram recog- 
mised the stick as being his property and 
said it was in his room when he wont out 
that morning. Witness then went to Mare 
‘Singh’s house and searched his boxes, but 
found there no five-dollar bank-notes, but 
fifteon sovereigns and ten American one- 
dollar notes, which accused said belonged 
to another Indian who was about to go to 
Amorica, Witness then took Mare Singh 
to the Station. 

Indian P.O. 65, sworn, said that at 6 
p.m. on tho 8th instant he was called by 
the sergeant on duty. According to the 
sorgeant’s instructions, he went with 
Kirpa Ram to tho latter’s house and 
there found that the top of the door of 
the room had been broken down and was 
lying on the floor. Kirpa Rem then 
Grow his attention to the box, which was 
open, and on examination witness 
fonnd that the bolt of the lock had been 
forced. Witness then went downstairs 
and questioned barber's boy, who 
made a communication to him. In 
consequence of this communication, 
witness took the barber’s boy to the 
Police Station. ‘There the boy was ques- 
tioned. and witness was then told to 
bring Kishin Shan to the Station. Wit- 
noss arrested Kishin Shan, and Kishin 
told him that Mare Singh forced the door 
of complainant's room open by pushing 
it with both hands, while he (Kishin) 
remained three steps below ; that Mare 
Singh remained upstairs about five minutes 
and then came down ; and that he (Kishin) 
and More then returned each to his own 
home. The arrest of Kishin was made 
at Kishin’s house.

Answer 3. 


Is the agreement contrary to good 
morals? ‘Tho agreoment of the payment 
of Tis. 20,000 is made by plaintiff to de- 
fendants in part payment of a debt due 
to defendants by plaintiff's husband. It 
cannot therefore be said that this agroo- 
ment is contrary to good morals. ‘Th 
agreement, however, contains one con- 
dition. The condition as made by plain- 
tiff is as follows: 

This offer is made on tho clear under- 
standing that no proceedings are taken 
against my husband, 

If this. condition then is contrary to 
good morals, and in’ fact is void, then 
the entire law also becomes void, be- 
cause the offer contsining this clause ia

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WHAT 
IS AN ALLIANCE? 


13th October. 


ALLIANCES are in the air. -The 
whirlwind of war has upset that 
artificial state of equilibrium which 
men call the Balnnce of Power, and 
politicians are rushing about: with 
one eye fixed on the vanishing débris 
of their most cherished constructious 
and with the ouher looking wildly for 
something, anything, to act as a sub- 
stitute for what has been lost. Were 
there nothing of grim earnest behind 
all the undgnified behaviour we 
might resign ourselves to an un- 
alloyed enjoyment of the fuss, But 
war is a serious matter, and fear of 16 
has become all but universal. Hence 
the. effort to buttress up whatever 
muy be wenk in the body politic. 

‘Theré is no historical or philologi- 
cal difficulty with the word “ alliance.” 
Nor is there any difficulty in the ordin- 
ary construction put upon the word 
by men who mean what they say and 
are not given to splitting hairs for 
their own benefit, It is, however, in 
these days of more or less wild sug- 
gestion, worth while examining into 
the meanings which diplomatists and 
statesmen have read into this simple 
word, 

Time was, perhaps, when senti- 
ment had much to do with the forma- 
tion of alliances. We way well 
imagine that in the seventeenth 
century, from which the first im- 
portant European alliane: dates, 
there was less of that culd calculation 
of interes:s which precedes the 
formation of a bond between nations 
of the presen, Ib is now agreed on 
all sides thav an alliance is made 
entirely for selfish ends. In other 
words a modern alliance is purely 
a matter of business. So far as 
Prussia is co.cerned this commercial 
view of politics dates back for a 
century at least. Prince Metternich 
writes in his memoirs, “Prussia is 
only accustomed to work when it is 
clearly for her own benefit; that is 
all she looks: to, and Europe would 
disappear before her eyes if it de- 
pended on her efforts to save it.” 
‘This was written during the’ Napo 
leonic wars, when new coalitions were 
almost of yearly occurrence, no fewer 
than six natiors being at one time 





allied against the mighty leader of 
the French, 

Coming down to more recent times 
we find Lord Palmerston, the nearest 
approach (in the mind of the man 
in the street) that England has 
ever had to a personification of Jobn 
Bull, laying down the law as follows, 
“IfI might be allowed tu express 
in one sentence the principle which I 
think ough to guide an English 
Minister, { would adopt the expres- 
ston -of Canning, aud say that with 
every British Minister the interest 
of England ought to be the shib- 
boleth of his policy.” On another 
occasion when discussing the policy 
of alliances in general he said, “I 
hold with respect to alliances that 
Englind is a Power sufficienuly 
stroag to steer her own course, and 
not.to tie to herself as an unnecessary 
appendage the policy of any other 
Government. It isa narrow policy 
to woppone: that this country or that 
is to be marked’ out as the eternal 
ally or the perpetual enemy of Eng- 
land. We have no eternal allies and 
we have no perpetual enemies. Our 
interests are eternal and perpe‘ual, 
and those interests it is our duty to 
follow.” 

Prince Bismarck, as all the world. 
knows, had quite as business-like a 
view of international unions as Lord 
Palmerston, and an even more busi- 
ness-like ficul'y for exrrying it into 

ractice. Hi. re-insurance with 

ussia was an example of sharp 
practice which astonished even the 
nineteenth century, and it is certain 
that Austria a' any rate has not 
forgotten it. There'is, of course, one 
vital difference between a. civil and 
fa national agreement. ‘There -are 
courts to enforce the first; there are 
none for the second. Indeed it has 
long been held on the Continent that 


no agreement, however binding its |: 


terms, ‘can compel a nation to rush 
to self-destruction for the sake of an 
ally. On this point. we quote once 
more from Prince Bismarck :—* All 
contracts between great- States cease 
to be unconditionally . binding as 
soon as they are tested by. “The 
Struggle. for existence.’ No great 
nation will ever be induced to 
sacrifice existence on the altar of 
fidelity to contract when it is com- 
pelled io choose between the two. 
‘The maxim Ultra posse nemo 
obligatur, holds good in spite of all 





treaty formulas whatsoever; nor can 
a treaty guarantee the degree of zeal 
or the amount of force that will be 
devoted to the discharge of obliga- 
tions when the private interest of 
those who have made the treaty no 
longet reinforces the text: atits ear- 
liest interpretation.” It is quite 
easy to see that so elastic a doctrine 
as this may be read in such n way as 
to play fast and loose with the most 
sacred of understandings. It is only 
fair to say that Prince Bismarck was 
not the inventor of it. It came to 
him asa legacy. Prince Metternich 
writes thus’of the great Chancellor's 
predecessors of a century ago:— 
“All the Powers that. went to war 
with France exhausted themselves, 
Prussia alone drew advantage 
from all circumstances; and when 
she found herself with other States 
put down for a time, she went her 
own way with quiet steps and accom- 
tmodated herself to the conqueror. 
Every campaign gave her a pretext 
for extending her influence; every 
trace ‘either confirmed’ ni eneroach- 
ment on a weak and timid neighbour, 
or contrived that such should volun- 
tarily place itself under her bannera 
Jastly, every peace brought her; 
reward for exertions which she had, 
nevertheless made only to serve her 
own purposes.” 

One answer, therefore, to our en- 
quiry, “what is an Alliance?” would 
read something like this:: Au alliance 
is a binding engagement.whose risks 
may be escaped by re-insurance, and 
from whose most dangerous claims it 
is always possible to wriggle under 
the “Ultra posse nemo Sbligatur 2 
clause.” We do not think, however, 


tbat the ordinary Englishman feels 
‘much inclined to subsoribe to such 
a definition.

to every missionary: in China, it. is 
not. proposed here to givo a. full 
account of the proceedings. 

After the full organisation on Thursday 
the 28th ult. Dr. Cochrane. was called 
upon to read a short statement of the 
origin of the movement and its presont 
condition. It was apparent by consulting 
this vast correspondence by which nearly 
every mission in the Empire, and nearly 
every missionary, has been heard from, 
that there is a preponderance of opinion 
in favour of the proposed terms, for God 
and Holy Spirit, a union hymn-book, 
common terms for churches and chapels, 
and a closer federation of the Churches. 
There have been only a fow dissenting 
voices. The movement hence does not 
‘seem to be premature but follows tho 
historic trend. 

Dr. W.S. Ament followed with a brief 
statement for the Committee on Union 
as to its purpose concerning a union 
hhymn-book, not to endeavour to fix the 
hymmology of the Churches but to secure 
‘a foundation of hymns. that can be used 
as basis and leave ample space- for 
development on the part of the native 
Church, and special hymns desired’ by 
‘any denomination. The present con- 
fusion in hymmology. is greatly to be. . 
deprecated and a moderate start towards 
the goal of a union hymn-book would be 
a vast improvement. Tho Rev. E, G. 
Tewksbury followed with an elaborato 
statoment of the work of the Committeo 
on aunion hymn-book appointed by:tho 
North China Tract Sooiety and tho 
hundred hymns which they had found 
common to tho leading hymn-books in 
the empire. ‘These hundred hymns could 
ba taken asa basis, as they wore practi- 
cally universal. It was afterwards decided 
that these hundred hymns should be givon 
over to a Federation Committoo yet to bo « 
appointed and presented to the Confer- 
ence of 1907 to be utilised, if wanted, in 
the preparation of a union hymn-book for 
all China. In the evening of Thursday, 
interesting and valuable addresses were 
made by Bishop Graves and the Rev. M. 
Mackenzie of the Canadian Presbyterian 
mission, Both were irenic in character 
and showed the general desire for  closo 
union in Church work and life, though for 
organic union there can, as yet, be said to 
be no defined scheme which secures the 
consent of -all. 

On Friday morning, Dr. Wherry pros- 
ented the statement concerning the terms 
for churches and chapels, but there was. 
more discussion when the question.of a 
proper term for the Christian Religion 
was raised. ‘The Conference finally voted 
to recommend as their preference . the 
terms Fu Yin T’ang for outer chapels and 
Li Psi Pang for those used as regular 
places for worship. There was 
animous vote that for the Christian 
Religion the term Chi Tu Chiao was pro- 
ferable. Dr. Lowry read a short’ address 
on “Union in Terms.” He’ thought the” 
time for closer union had arrived and it 
was not necessary to enter the pros and 
cons of old questions. ‘The large corres- 
pondence which was in hand proved’ 
conclusively that there was a proponder- 
ance in favour of the use of the terms 
Shang Ti and Sheng Ling for God and 
Holy Spirit. A motion was afterwards 
made and carried that the agents of the 
le Societies be requested to ascertain 
the sentiments of their constituonts as to 
the terms to be used. ‘They (the confer- 
ence) did not wish to dictate to the socie- 
ties what jto print but they, practically 
could assure the societies that an edition 
with these compromise terms would be 
































loyally used and adhered to by all prosent, 
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atleast ‘by the large majority. Later on 
a motion was made that this conference, 
while preferring the terms Shang Ti and 
Sheng Ling, yet recognises the fact that 
other terms are used by many members of 
the Christian Church in China. There was 
no desire manifested to push the use of. 
the preferred terms on those unwilling to 
use them and all recognised the fact that 
progress must he made slowly and no 
branch of the Church crowded out. 

On tho evening of the second day Mr. 
Condlin gave his address on “Christian 
Federation.” Mr. North of Hankow was 
inthe chair and made a short address. 
He was enthusiastic over the Union 
Movement and gave it his hearty support. 
Ho wanted “One Christian Church 
for China.” He was a dreamer and 
dreamers could hope, for great things. 
"They wanted no small thoughts on such 

ion as this. Could such an 

ised? That'was the great question 
of the hour, The address was listened 

ith profound attention and was most 
ly received by the audience. On 
Saturday, the question of federation in its 
practival features was taken up and the 
whole day was practically given to it. The 
meeting was continued till the evening 
and did not break up till a late hour. The 
Poking Union Committee was asked to 
continue its work and carry it on till 
‘a larger and more representative com- 
mittee could:be selected who would safe- 
guard the movement to. and through 
tho conference of 1907. A long discussion 
took place, but finally all seemed willing 
to leave the matter in the hands of 
the representative committee which is to 
‘be formed, 

‘On Sunday many members of the con- 
foronce assisted in the various churches 
in Poking. The Chinese were deeply 
interested in the meetings of the foreign- 
ors and hold simultancous meetings for 
themselves. ‘They discussed allied sub- 
jets und worked out several schemes of 
Practical co-operation. ‘The native pastors 
fre to exchange pulpits moro frequently 
and exehange once a week for preaching in 
the stroot chapels. ‘They appointed com- 
mitteos to advance the cause of shorthand 
muthods of learning the Chinese language 
such as the Kuan Hua Tsu Mu system, 
which is so popular in Peking at the 
prosent time. ‘Their meetings were pro- 
nounced most helpful and the good effects 
will be seon all through the year. On 
Sunday afternoon, at the American Board 
Church, Bishop ' Bashford delivered a 
powerful sermon to one of the largest 
‘audiences of foreigners ever gathered in 
Peking. His theme was “The Bible and 
tho Missionary Idea ” and its development 
made a profound impression on the audi- 
ence. He found the foreign missionary 
idea at the very basis of Christianity. 
‘The great argument for the conversion of 
the world is God. A universal God means 
a universal religion and bespeaks the 
‘oneness of the raco and the Brotherhood 
ofman. It is to be hoped this sermon 
will be printed in full in the report which 
is to be made of all the proceedings of the 
conference.

A Resettlement. 


The disturbed condition of the southern 
part of the province, reported in a former! 
letter., has passed over. The trouble did 
not last long. It was only a summer's 
day irritation. ‘The origin is still shroud- 
ed in mystery. A private letter gave 
yamén oppression as the cause. ‘The 
‘sufferers allied themselves with the Kolao 
Hui and gave the officials a spell of 
uneasiness. The people generally were 
much alarmed. Distant hsiens were look- 
ing to their walls, and the residents 
were preparing to imitate the prodigal 
son by gathering together their portion of 
goods and emigrating into a safer and more 
congenial part of the country. Whether 
this was a more intensified form of a 
general, state of discontent is uncertain, 
It is, however, evident that highway rob- 








cause widespread anxiety day and night. 
This year foreign ladies have been attack- 
ed in the open day and their luggage 
rifled ; one foreign house at least has been 
attacked, and recently within five miles of 
the provincial capital on the main road to 
Tientsin, in mid-day, with travellers con- 
tinually ‘passing, a small military official 
was dragged from his cart and brutally 
murdered. The murderers have not yet 
been caught. ‘The lapse of time it is 
feared gives no promise that they will be 
brought to justice.

Witness, on resuming, in the after- 
noon said that when the Iadian 
found he could not catch the two 
boats he came back with the rifle, 
running. About ten paces away from 
the boat he began to slacken his pace. 
When he slackened his paco he ssid 
“hurry up and get on your boat; chase 
those two boats; if you don’t do this 1 
will shoot you.” ‘This was ssid to de- 
coased, last witnoss, and witness, who were 
the only persons on shore, Deceased at 








this time was holding the plank, waiting 
for the Indian to get on board. ' Witness 
only knew aconsed had a rifle of foreign 
manufacture; he could not identify it. 
Deoonsed had his back towai 
when the Jatter fired at 
tho shot was fired witness and the 
blind man were on board. There 
wero two or thrae mon following the 
Indian. Witness and deceased and the 
blind man were trying to obey tho 
Indian’s orders. Witness did not see 
‘accused load the riffe. 

By his Lordship—When the Indian 
went ashore he took the rifle with him. 
Accused held the gun in both hands from 
the time ho began to run. ‘There was no 
money paid for the hire of this boat. 
‘The blind man wont on board first when 
accused called out to them, Witness 
wont to Feichang after docessed’s death. 
When the accused. first boarded. thoy 
went westwards; the direction in which 
they intended to go was eastwards but 
accused made then turn round. He did 
not pay them and they were afraid of his 
beating them. Ho beat them with his 
hand. Accused. was about ton paces 
away from the boat when he fired. 
Accused told witness to get on board. 
Witness did so. Ho thon called out to 
deeonsed to got on board and then 









‘The Crown Advocate said his position was 
one of slightdifficulty. The witnesses were 
sent down from a provincial Court and 
produced as witnesses for the prosecution, 
Counsel, however, understood from two of 
the Chinese, officials, with whom he 
bad had dealings that they cor red 
the two witnesses he had already called as 
witnesses for the prosecution and the 
balance as witnesses for the defen He 
had to explain that as all the witnesses 
originally called must be produced. 

‘is Lordship thought that in viow of 
the fact that accused was undefended it 
was the proper course to call all the 
witnesses. If the Crown Advocate con- 
sidered they were not telling the truth 
would consider an application for 
leave to cross-examine. 

The Crown Advocate said there was 
brother of deceased, who of course 
would be called by Chinese law whether 
ho knew snything of the affair or not 
He could only testify as to the condition 
of the body when he found it, 

His Lordship said he did not think it 
very much mattered where the wound

Crown Advocate stated that the 
Foichang magistrate was not prosent 
in Court. He was not on the scene at 
the time. 

Heieh Tien-yung, sworn, said he had 
seen accused before. He changed into 
three boats before the shooting took 
place. 

‘Tho witness here became very obtuse 
and kept saying he did not understand, 
or he forgot, when questions were ad- 
dressed to him, until at last the Crown 
Advocate gave up examining him in 
dospair. 

His Lordship said that, of course, it 
must be understood that the demeanour 
of this witness was very much more 
dsmaging to the prosecution than any 
story he could tell. 

‘The Crown Advocate said that when he 
saw this witness before he had the aasi 
tance of the Chinese officials, and they 
considered him a witness for the defence. 
Ho then told his story as it appeared on 
the deposition. 

His Lordship ordered the witness ta 
stand down for the present, 
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The Crown Advocate said that another 
witness he intended to call had abscond- 
ed. 





‘Wong Shun, cautioned, said he 
was at a place called Hsnchiataokon 
last month. He got there by boat, on 
the 12th. When the boat stopped it 
was in order that they might get other 
‘boats to continue their voyage. They 
archored and there was a gengway plank. 
Someone was shot that dsy. Accus- 
ed was on shore before the shooting, 
in search of boats. He had a rife. 
Some of tho laodah’s men—three or four 
—wore on shore, not far from the boat. 
The Indian did not catch the other 
boats. The Indian’ called out to the 
crow of these boats that if they did not 
come near the shore he would shoot 
thom, Ho then stooped down and aimed 
at thom, but did not fire, After that 
accused camo ‘back to the boat, running, 
and called out to got ready and chaso 
the othor boats, After the words wero 
spoken the report of the gun was heard. 
Aman, who was standing on the ground 
alongside the boat, by the gangway, was 
hurt, Accused wastabout ten yards away 
from deceased when he fired, Another 
coolie whose name was like his came 
down from the same place, but did not 
accompany witness to' Shanghai. 

By his Lordship—There wore a num- 
bor of persons on board the boat. They 
anchored abou’ sunset. Witnoss was 
awake because he was soasick. ‘The last 
witness was on board too. Witness saw 
accused go ashore, and saw tho shot 
fired. 

Hsich Lien-yung, rocalled, said when 
the boat was tied up to the bank he was 
sitting nonr last witnoss. Acousod went 
ashore. aftor the boat was anchored. 
Some of tho crow wont ashore, Deceased 
‘was on shore, with the owner and another 
Accused hed a gun and stooped 






















ed was waiting for accused to come on 
board.” ‘Tho Indian ran fast towards the 
boat aid thon stoodtill. When the gun 
went off it was up to shoulder. Ac- 
cused’s rifle was about three yards from 
deceased whon it wont off. 

By Accused—There was no swearing 
on the part of accused or deceased. 

‘Anative pedlar who was also on the 
boat was asleop, heard the report, 
went out, and saw deceased lying dead 
on the ground. Witness was in one 
other boat before this one. Witnoss did 
not see aconsed pay anything. 

By his Lordahip—When accused was 
stopped a man called Tsung took charge 
of the cool 

Acoused sai 
witness, 

‘Witness said he received somo cash 
from Tsung with expenses of the party. 
‘Accused paid for the boat; the last boat 
was paid for. 

By hie Lordship—Witnoss did not 
héar the boatmen make sny objection to 
coining. They soomed afraid of accused, 

‘The Crown Advocate called for tho 
witness Chang’ Yu-chang, who was not 
in- Court. He therefore asked to be 
allowed to put in'the depositions of this 
and the other‘absent witnoss. 

Bis Lordship stated that at the trial at 
Chefoo a statement by accused was read. 

‘Accuséd remembered it. 

‘His Lordship then read prisoner's state- 
ment)’ which was as follows :— 

Twas in cbarge of a party of coolies 
that had been recruited in Puchou and 
was bringing them down the Yellow River 
to Chinanfu, I had engaged the junk at 
‘place about 40 li from Puchou. After 
éinbarking and going 30 li the’ boatmen 
said that they’ wished to return and asked 























he gavo some cash to this 














me to take another junk. I thereupon 
changed into another junk snd paid the 
man 500 cash, This sampan went to 
a certain village about 40 li away 
where I again changed to s third sampan. 
After going a fow li the boatman said 
the tide was too strong and also that they 
had no food on board snd asked my 
permission to stop. I offered to give him 
plenty of cakes and I gave him all be 
wanted. 

‘My food also was finished, so the boat 
was stopped and I sent one of my head- 
men to buy some chicken and vegetables. 
‘My headman bought some and I killed the 
chicken and prepared some curry with 
half the chicken, giving the other half to 
the boatman to eat in the afternoon. 
‘The boatman then said he could go on no 
farther and asked me to engage another 
junk, Iwas on the bank at the time and I 
‘called out to two sampans that were near 
and asked them to take me to Chinanfu. 
On seeing my red turban the boats 
cleared off and at the samo time 
‘one of the headmen belonging to my 
coolies came running towards me, carry- 
ing my rifle which I had left on board. “I 
asked him why he was bringing mo the 
rifle and he said that he was only bring- 
ing it to me and that my junk was just 
going to start. I took tho rifle, and 
holding it at the trail Iran towards the 
boat and jumped on tothegangway. When 
I jumped I heard a report and saw one 
of the crow was hit and staggering about. 
‘Two or three coolies camo and: told mo 
I had shot the man, and the sampan 
master said he wanted to bury the man, 
but I said I had no money but would pay 
him alle at Chinanfu. ‘The boat- 
man agreed, but the villagers came and 
advised the boatman not to do it. I was 
thon tied and kept all night until the 
mogistrate’s runners came -in tho morn- 


























bout the aocidont. ‘Tho Chinoso namo of 
the missionary was Ms. ‘The sampan mas- 
tor in my hearing told the missionary how 
Iwas carrying my rifle and how the ao- 
cident happoned. Tio missionary pro- 

ised to write to the Consul at Chefoo. 
When tho magistrate arrested me he said 
to me “If you will pay one thousand 
dollars now I will sottle the caso ; 
if not I will snd you to Chinanfu.” I 
replied that I had/no money and asked 
to be sent to Chinanfu. 

‘After reading tl toment his Lord- 
ship recalled the last witness. 

Witness stated that they got to Hau. 
chiataokou about 1 p.m. ‘They did not 
stop on the way; they had sufficient 
provisions on board. He: could not 
emember whether the Indian got a 
chicken that day. 

His Lordship informed seoused that if 
he liked he could go into: the box and 
give evidence on oath. 

‘Accused said he had nothing to add to 
bis statement. He “had heard of a 
witness for the defence, but did not know 
whether he came to Shanghai or not. 

His Lordship thought that if aman 
were employed by a foreign agency it 
was extraordinary that they did not 
look after him. He thought it absoluto- 
ly scandalous thst prisoner should be left 
toconduct his defence in this way. 

Accused thought @ witness had come 
down and goneto the Consul here. 

‘The Crown Advocate understood that a 
Chinese had come down at the same time 
as accused and that he was at the Police 
Station. 


‘The Registrar stated that there was a 
man called Chang Yu-chung who had come 





























down; he-could procure him’ in afew 
minutes. 

‘The foreman of the jury'asked ifthe 
name’ of accused’s émployers’could not 
be ‘stated. 

His: Lordship said’ he would be 
glad to kiiow,” and” that: he would tak 
means to find out. ° - 

The Crown ‘Advocate’ said he thought 
it was his duty ‘under the circumstances 
to sag that when he: opened the case ho 
explained as fully as possible tho nature 
of the crime, and he had‘only now to say 
that the evidence for the prosecution 
was what -ho expected, and that'he did 
not and would not-“expoct to find such 
varying evidence in any prosecution. On 
account of this variation the Jury must 
not neglect to consider the fact’ whether 
manslaughter had or had ‘not been com- 
mitted. ‘They had to consider the’ ci 
cumstances under ‘which this:man died. 
His death was no doubt’ caused:by this 
rifle lield in somo way by accused, ‘There 
was s'technical case to consider and with 
these remarks he would leavo i 
the hands of his Lordship and tho Jury. 

The Court then adjourned for a short 
time until the arrival of the witness 
Chang Yu-cbung, 

‘Chang Yu-chung, cautioned, said:-ho 
remembered # man being shot by accused, 
Witness was on a. junk that day; he 
was a coolie, ‘Witness did not remem- 
ber whether the boat stopped that day 
before they reached the place where tho 
man was shot, Witness did not ‘know 
why the boat was stopped. ‘They:went to 
the bank, The boatman’ said accused 
could get another boat; they had carried , 
him for almost a day and wanted to go 
back. ‘The other™ boats escaped from ° 
aconsed. Tho boatmen said this before tho. 
boat was stopped. The Indian went asharo 
and the No, 3 head coolio’ took the rifle 
to him. ‘Tho Indian’: wanted tho» gun, 
When the men in the two boats: ai 
acoused’ with the ‘gun the ped, 
Accused came’ back; and hurried his. own 
boat to‘ chase the others. . Ho ran. back 
fast, and somebew his" gun went off, 
Witness was on the boat and was watahing 
all the time. He heard the noise of the 
gun hitting against accused’s ‘thigh, 
After tho noise a boatman dropped dead. 

By accused—{Witnoss took: hold of 
the rifle and showed how - accused held 
it—at the trail). When accused - stop- 
ped, the gun went’ off. Accused 
was then about eight yards from deceased, 
Ho did not call out’ anything as ho-was 
rupning. Witness did not understand or 
hear accused toll deceased to hurry up or 
ho would shoot him, 

‘Accused told witnoss to tell tho truth 
and not to help him or tho other Chinose, 

In reply to farther questions’ by ac- 
cused, witness said the blind coolie we 
blind ‘before deceased was killed." The 
blind witness could not seo at all. Witness 
did not hear any abusive labguage on 
either side, nor‘had he soon any trouble 
between accused and other boatmen. 
Accused paid his fare. ‘The blind man 
was on shore when deceased was shot. 

Cross-examined by the Crown Advocate 
Witness gave evidence at Chofoo. 
He was sent down by the British 
Consul and had beon lodged in gaol ever 
since. The rest of tho coolies ran away. 
Witness’s foreign employers wero the 
Foo Shing Company. 

By his Lordship—A ter giving evidence 
at Chefoo witness came down to Shang- 
hai. The Foo Shing accountant told 
witneas to remain at the office at Chefoo 
‘and he would be paid $18, He was paid $7 
a month and then came onhere, Witness 
was at present staying at @ place where 
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he was not allowed to come out and food 
was brought to him. (Laughter.) 

This concluded the evidence and his 
Lordship. then proceeded to sum up. 
‘He said that no one who had heard the 
evidence could come to the conclusion 
that prisoner deliberately intended to 
take deceased’s life. The evidence might 
be divided into three heads: first, the 
evidence given by the first two witn 
second, that given by the other witnesses 
for the prosecution; and third, that 
given by the last witness, Here was an 
Tndian employed by some firm, tho 
Chinese name of which had been given 
in evidence. Ho might say that at 
Chefoo a Mr. Schwabe appeared with a 
power of attorney for the firm. It was 
‘apparently a foreign firm and they 
sent up _priso to bring down 
coolies to be sent to South Africa, 
‘This was a very serious responsibility to 
put into the hands of any man, especially 
‘a man of accused’s education, class, and 
nationality. Probably prisoner did not | 
think so much of the sanctity of life as we 
did, and he was more likely to be careles 
in his actions. Therefore, in his mind, 
the people who were most to blame in 
this case were the people who employed 
him, but however faulty and wanting they 
might be, the Jury had to consider the 
facts of the caso and the law as it applied 
toit. There was no doubt, first of all, 
that deceased was killed by a rifle in pri. 
soner’s hands, and prisoner had to justify 
or excuse his act. He could not justify 
it on the ground that he shot deceased in 
sélf defence; he might excuse it by saying 
it was an accident. If 9 man carried a 
gun he had to be careful, and if he killed 
someone through ‘carelessness he was 
guilty of manslaughter, though the punish- 
mont might not be a heavy one. The que 
tion the jury had to decide was: was this 
man carrying his rifle carelessly? If they 
believed the story that-accused threatened 
to shoot they would find it hard to free 
prisoner from responsibility. ‘The jury, if 
they examined the rifle would find that the 
pull was very light and that it would go 
off very easily. 

If a man had a rifle with a pull so light 
that it wont off with a slight jerk he 
should not carry it in such a way that it 
could go off. Prisoner had no legal 
ronson for having a hi . 
‘With regard to prisoner’s provious con- 
duct they had no evidence that he had 
not been iu the habit of payiug the boats 
he hired. It was quite possible he did 
not pay the last boat owing to the excite- 
ment over this affair, and he did not 
think the Jury would be justified 
in assuming that accused went about 
commandeering any boat he liked. He did 
not think that the evidence of the crew 
could be much relied upon in a caso of 
this kind. If, as tho last witness said, he 
got his rifle to catch the other boats he 
did act in un imprudent way. ‘The Jury 
had toconsider whether the rifle went off 
Decanso accused was acting in arash way, 
or whether, in his hurry to get back to 
his boat tho rifle went off, through vo 
fault of his own. 

‘Tho Jury retired and returning after 
an absence of about five minutes, found 
prisoner “not guilty.” 

His Lordship—Prisoner. The Jury 
have found you not guilty, and you 
ate therefore discharged. I cannot 
help feoling that the Jury have been 
influenced very much in their finding 
by recognising that you wero put by 
others in a responsible position where it 
was a bit difficult for you to know what 
to do, and in consequence of that they 
have ‘taken this view of your conduct, 
You are discharged,

When the Jnry had retired the Crown 
Advocate asked permission to address 
his Lordship. He wished-to draw his 
Lordship’s attention to a desire which 
he could well understand on the part 
of the Chinese Authorities, that inci 
dents of this kind should not happen 
if any thing could be done to prevent 
thom. It was a question of the men’s 
employers, and if his Lordship could 
do so he would like him to make a 
recommendation that they wero really 
responsible. It seemed to him that the 
present case was due to the hong more 
than to accused, and therefore if his 
Lordship could seo his way to making 
any suggestion for the protection of lives 
and property up country he respectfully 
suggested that his Lordship should make 
a recommendation, 3 

His Lordship—I entirely agree with 
what you say. The question of re- 
straining, when it is necessary, our sub 
jects in a country where they are far 
‘way from their Consul and not amen- 
able to any Court of Jurisdiction is 
one of very grave moment. I think it 
ought to bo brought home, and if I 
can in any way bring it home, it will be 
brought home, to people engaged in send- 
ing agonts about in China aud Manchuria, 
that they are taking very grave risk and 
responsibility, and that it is their duty to 
see, whoover their agents are, that they 
are men who will behave themselves jj 
as well in tho interior as when they are 
within reach of tho arm of the | 
L sayit is their duty to seo that that is 
the ‘class of man they sond. If they 
send a man like this man before 
us it is as great a hardship to him as 
to the people among whom he is sent, 
‘They have no right to send such a man. 
[ have a very strong feeling as regards 
the duty of Courts in this country. We 
should always seo that the hospitality 
which we experience living in Chi 
because we are guests in this country. 
that that hopptality is properly ro 
It will certainly be my objectas long, as 
have the honour to proside in this Court, 
to see that our obligations are properly 
fulfilled.

Cross-examined — Witness saw the 
gentry’s petition. Before witness purchas- 
ed the land he heard nothing of the lease 
of part of the property. He heard 
about it at the ond of the sixth moon of 
last year, about the same time as he 
paid the money. Witness was one of the 
gentry, but not a member of the com- 
mittee. Ho had something to do with 
the appointment of a monk. ‘The throe 
monks behaved badly, so thoy selected a 
new monk, Witness’ was appointed a 
manager of the new school by the magis- 
trate and was therefore present at the 
appointment of the monk. Witness 
know there was a ‘lease of part of 
the property at the back of the temple, 
but he did not know for how long. 
‘The people there could be turned out 
any day. This lease was granted by 
one of the Committes. He had not 
heard of another lease being granted b 
the monks, -He did not know of a loa: 
by the monks of part of the temple 
properly for five yours, before this lease 
to Hoosen, 

Re-examined—Tho magistrate told 
witness the monks had petitioned to 
say they had lensed this property, but 
they had no power to lease the property. 

By Mr. Phillips—Witnoss know of 
some tomple property in Bubbling Well 
Road which was lexsed to the Municipal 
Council for 20 or 21 y Ho sid 
not know of a case of temple property 
being sold bof 

Loh Ting-ziang said ho was one of the 
Committeo of the tomple, Thore wore 
four members: Loh Cfa-ling, Loh 
Ping-lung, Zie Zue-ling, and’ him- 
solf. He had been a member of 
the Committee for about four years. His 
father was an original member of the 
Committee. ‘The monks’ names were 
See Sze, Lu Tung, and Yuen ‘Tai. The 
fangtans were placed in the hands 
of the city magistrate by the Committee, 
because there was formerly a dispute 
between the monks. In the fourth moon 
of last year the Committee sent in 
a petition and Mr. Wong  Sing-san 
bought the land. ‘When permission: was 
granted another potition was sentin asking 
for the fangtans and the magistrate 
sent them. When the first petition was 
sent in the monks said nothing of the 
lease ; the Committee informed them that 
they must not lease any of the land.
